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The cover of the 1987 Town Report depicts the celebration of the Lib- 
by Museum's 75th Diamond Jubilee. 

Dr. Henry F. Libby built this Museum for natural history exhibits and 
opened the doors in 1912. Dr. Libby, in his will dated December 16, 1931, 
entrusted the care of the Museum to the Wolfeboro Selectmen. The pre- 
sent Trustees, Shirley E. Ganem, Edward W. Zulauf, and H. E. Erickson, 
have taken steps to improve this cultural center. The Friends of the Lib- 
by Museum was established in August of 1987 to raise funds with the 
intent to restore, and maintain its’ exhibits. 

Dr. Libby's tribute to nature remains intact. Thanks to the many visitors 
over the years and numerous donations, nature learning and history are 
living in the museum that a young, determined, hard working man set 
forth to establish for the enjoyment and benefit of generations to come.

Pursuant to the foregoing Warrant, the Town Meeting was called to order at 
10:00 A.M., by the Moderator, Robert C. Varney. 


A motion was made by Thomas O’Dowd, seconded by Stanley E. Stevens 
to refrain from reading the entire Warrant. At this time Moderator Varney announced 
that Article 1 and Article 24 wouid be voted upon at this location between the hours 
of 10:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M. The Moderator also announced that the Board of 
Selectmen had received two (2) Zoning Ordinance Protest Petitions for Amend- 
ments 20, and 21 which would require a % vote by the voters to pass the Amend- 
ments. At this time Thomas O’Dowd made the motion, seconded by Stanley E. 
Stevens to refrain from reading Article 24 in its entirety, providing it is read in 
substance. The entire Warrant will be read at 7:00 P.M., at the Town Meeting held 
in Kingswood Regional High School’s Auditorium. 


Voting commenced at 10:08 A.M. to continue until 6:00 P.M. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M., at the Kingswood Regional 
High School Auditorium by Moderator Robert C. Varney, at which time he introduc- 
ed the members of the Wolfeboro Budget Committee, Board of Selectmen, Town 
Clerk, and himself. The moderator explained the ground rules that he would be 
initiating at this meeting and announced that twenty-two Articles were on the War- 
rant to be acted upon at this meeting, five of which to be voted on by written ballot 
as outlined by Statutes and announcing that Article 1 and Article 24 were voted 
upon during the polling hours of 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. He then instructed the 
audience on the procedure that would be utilized when voting on the Articles re- 
quiring written ballots. 


The following action was taken on the various Articles contained in the 1987 
Warrant: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
to exceed $500,000.00 for the purpose of Design and Construction of additional 
final clarifier capacity and plant modifications at the Sewage Treatment Facility, 
and to raise the same by issuance of bonds or notes in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Finance Act (Chapter 33 of the N.H.R.S.A.) and to authorize 
the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the 
date, maturities, denomination and rate of interest thereon. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) (To be voted on by writ- 
ten ballot, 24 majority). On the motion of Shirley Ganem, seconded by Edward 
Zulauf a motion was made to accept the Article as read. The Moderator asked 
for any discussion on the Article and recognized H.E. Erickson who explained 


that this Article was placed in the Warrant of 1986 and was adopted as read, but 
because of the wording not being in accordance with what the Bond Council would 
accept, it had to be brought to the voters again this year to be voted upon. The 
Moderator announced that a representative from Hoyle, Tanner & Assoc. was 
available in the audience if the voters had any questions or discussion on this 
Article. There being no discussion the Moderator announced that the voting on 
Article 2 would commence with the polls being open for one hour. Voting com- 
menced at 7:11 P.M. and closed at 8:11 P.M. The results of the vote were 270 
' Yes and 43 No. The Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,500,000.00 for the purpose of constructing Phase | of Sewage Collection System 
on Sewall Road as outlined in the Hoyle Tanner & Associates, Inc., ““Sewall Road 
Area Feasibility Study’’, and to raise the same by issuance of bonds or notes in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, (Chapter 33 of the 
N.H.R.S.A.) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the date, maturities, denomination and rate of interest 
thereon. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) (To be voted on by written ballot, 24 majority) A motion to accept the 
Article as read was made by Shirley Ganem, seconded by George Elkins. The 
Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. Mr. Erickson was recognized and 
spoke for the Article explaining that this would be the first phase to provide for 
a sewer system on Sewall Road, which is part of Wolfeboro’s Master Plan. A great 
deal of work has been completed on this project by Hoyle, Tanner & Associates. 
Mr. Bill Hall, a representative from Hoyle, Tanner Associates, presented a brief 
review of the project to the audience. After a lengthy discussion, Allen Stevens 
made the motion to terminate debate, seconded by Stanley E. Stevens. On the 
motion of Stanley E. Stevens, seconded by Dennis Bean, a motion was made to 
vote on the Article as read.

To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum not to exceed $100,000.00 
for the purpose of purchasing and equipping a replacement vehicle for the Fire 
Department’s existing ladder truck: To authorize the withdrawal of $33,000.00 from 
the established Capital Reserve Fund (Fire Truck) which includes interest, to be 
applied as a revenue for said purpose and $67,000.00 to be raised by issuance 
of five serial notes, with monies received from the sale or trade of the existing 
ladder truck to be used to reduce the amount of the notes. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee) (To be voted on by writ- 
ten ballot, 24 majority). Mr. H.E. Erickson made a motion to defer action on Article 
4 until completion of consideration of Article 5, as outlined in RSA 33:8A. Motion 
seconded by Edward W. Zulauf. The Moderator explained that this motion arises 
because of the amount of money involved in Article 5. All in favor to move to Arti- 
cle 5. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $150,000.00 
for the purpose of undertaking a revaluation of all Real Property in the Town of 
Wolfeboro and to authorize the sum of $150,000.00 to be raised by the issuance 
of five year serial notes. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended 
by the Budget Committee) (To be voted on by written ballot, 24 majority). On the 


motion of Shirley E. Ganem, seconded by George Elkins it was moved to accept 
the Article as read. Chester L. Spinney, Jr., Town Manager, explained the reasoning 
for having a revaluation at this time. A lengthy discussion followed. H.E. Erickson 
made the motion to terminate discussion, seconded by Edward W. Zulauf. The 
Moderator asked for further discussion, there being none, he announced that voting 
would commence on Article 5 from 8:12 P.M., to 9:12 P.M. The results of the vote 
was 148 Yes and 184 No. Article Defeated. At this point the Moderator then an- 
nounced that Article 4 would now be acted on. The Moderator read the Article. 
A motion to accept the Article as read was made by H.E. Erickson, seconded by 
Edward W. Zulauf. A lengthy discussion followed. Wallace Keniston made a mo- 
tion to amend the Article to appropriate the amount of $275,000.00 to purchase 
a new ladder truck for the Fire Department.

(Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Commit- 
tee) A motion to accept the Article as read was made by Edward .W. Zulauf, second- 
ed by Allan E. Bailey. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. There 
being none, asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken on Article 
13 of the 1985 Town Meeting, and further to appropriate by transfer from liabilities 
the $50,000.00 appropriated under said Article 13, for the purpose of enclosing 
the Hockey Rink located at the Abenaki Ski Area. The Board of Selectmen shall 
be empowered to accept and expend all monies received from private sources 
to complete this project. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended 
by the Budget Committee). A motion to accept the Article as read was made by 
Edward W. Zulauf, seconded by Peter D. Brewitt. A lengthy discussion followed. 
Gloria St. Martin made a motion to amend the Article by changing the word ‘‘Hockey 
Rink’’ to ‘‘Public Skating Rink’’, seconded by Richard Baldauf. No discussion 
followed on the Amendment to the Article. A voice vote was taken on the Amend- 
ed Article; voice vote in the affirmative. The Article, as amended, was adopted 
to read: ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken on Article 13 
of the 1985 Town Meeting, and further to appropriate by transfer from Liabilities 
the $50,000.00 appropriated under said Article 13, for the purpose of enclosing 
the Public Skating Rink located at the Abenaki Ski Area.

The Moderator asked for discussion on this Article. Richard Hammer spoke against 
the Article and read his reasons for same. Town Planner, Peer Kraft-Lund spoke 
for the Article and explained that this program has to work together with the Master 
Plan. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the Article, there being none, 
a voice vote was taken on the Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article adopted as read.

(Submitted by Petition) (Recommended by the Board of Select- 
men) (Not Recommended by the Budget Committee). A motion to accept the Arti- 
cle as read was made by Shirley E. Ganem, seconded by H.E. Erickson. The 
Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. Budget Committee Chairman, 
George Elkins made a motion to amend the Article to reduce the amount from 
$2,500.00 to $1,500.00, seconded by Allan E. Bailey. The Amendment was 
defeated. No further discussion on the Article the Moderator took a voice vote. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted 
as read. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
money recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town expenses for year 
ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. A motion to Amend the Budget was 
made by George Elkins to increase the Town Maintenance line item by $9,286.00, 
as it was inadvertently left out, seconded by Warren Thompson, voice vote 
unanimous. H.E. Erickson made a motion to increase the following line items: Town 


Officer’s Salaries - $3,692; Town Officers Expenses - $4,982; Planning & Zoning 
- $6,500; Police Department - $7,593; Building Inspection - $948; Solid Waste 
Disposal - $3,918; Hospitals and Ambulances - $4,000; Center of Hope - $3,500; 
and Parks and Recreation - $11,909.00. A discussion followed on the Amendments. 
A motion to. terminate debate was made by H.E. Erickson, seconded by Edward 
W. Zulauf. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Budget as Amended. Voice 
vote in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article, as Amended, 
adopted. A motion to defer consideration of Article 12 until all votes were counted 
on Articles 2, 3, 4, and 5 were counted was made by Warren Thompson, second- 
ed by Dennis E. Bean. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire a sum of 
money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes and Federal Grants. 
A motion to accept Article 13 as read was made by Shirely E. Ganem, seconded 
by Warren Thompson. There being no discussion on the Article, the Moderator 
asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to apply for, accept, and expend money from the state, federal or any other govern- 
mental unit or a private source which becomes available during the year in accor- 
dance with the procedures set forth in RSA 31:95-b. The Selectmen shall, before 
accepting funds from the above list of sources, hold a public hearing to obtain 
the feeling of the Town. A motion to accept the Article as read was made by John 
McDermott, seconded by Hope MacDonald. There being no discussion on the Ar- 
ticle, the Moderator took a voice vote. Voice vote in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell and convey 
by Quitclaim Deed, following notice of sale by advertisement, any or all proper- 
ties acquired by Tax Collector’s deeds, and to administer said properties as they 
deem in the best interest of the Town. On the motion of Donald Hallock, second- 
ed by James Hill, a motion was made to accept the Article as read. The Moderator 
called for discussion on the Article, there being none asked for a voice vote. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize that the Conservation Com- 
mission be empowered to manage the Town forests under provisions of RSA 
31:112(11), and that any proceeds as might accrue from said forests be placed 
in a separate Conservation Trust Fund to be managed by said Commission. (Sub- 
mitted by the Board of Selectmen) A motion to accept the Article as read was made 
by James Hill seconded by Edward Zulauf. The Moderator called for discussion 
on the Article; there being none asked for a voice vote on the Article as read. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 17. Shall the Town of Wolfeboro elect not to assess, levy and collect 
a resident tax pursuant to RSA 72:1-c. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) 
(To be voted on by written ballot). This Article was voted on by written ballot as 
prescribed by the State Statutes. The Town Manager, acting in the capacity of 
the Tax Collector, presented the facts on what the costs were involved with prepar- 
ing the Warrant, etc., for collection and the amount of money received and he 
indicated that it cost approximately $5.75 to collect the $10.00 Tax (amount arrived 
at by keeping track of time in both the Tax Collector’s and Town Clerk’s offices). 


If the vote is for eliminating the Resident Tax, the added difference on the proper- 
ty tax would be minimal. Several persons inquired about the residency requirements 
for registration of vehicles, etc., if the Resident Tax was eliminated. To this the 
Town Manager responded that other means would be established, such as 
checklist, Driver’s licenses, etc. The Moderator asked for further discussion on 
Article 17, there being none, announced that it was 10:25 P.M., and voting would 
commence on Article 17 and asked that the ballots be counted immediately. The 
results of the vote were 218 Yes and 21 No. The Moderator declared the Article 
adopted and the Town of Wolfeboro would be eliminating the Resident Tax from 
their Tax Warrant. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following resolution regar- 
ding Town Personnel Policies: Wherefore, the Town of Wolfeboro is a New Hamp- 
shire Municipality subject to the provisions of RSA 37, relating to the Town Manager 
form of government; and whereas RSA 37:6 establishes the powers and duties 
of the Town Manager, the Town Meeting and Selectmen; and, whereas existing 
Town Personnel Policies would likely be held to conflict with specific requirements 
of RSA 37, including Section 6 of that chapter; and, whereas a Collective Bargaining 
Contract cannot unilaterally be amended by one party to that contract and the 
current Collective Bargaining Contract does incorporate certain provisions of the 
existing Personnel Policies. Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Wolfeboro Town 
meeting that: (1) the existing Personnel Policies are hereby rescinded and the 
Town Manager and Selectmen are encouraged, authorized and empowered to 
adopt appropriate new Personnel Policies under RSA 37. (2) The Personnel Policies 
and procedures which have been incorporated into the existing Collective Bargain- 
ing Agreement with certain Town employees shall remain in effect under existing 
contract or any appropriate modifications thereto. (Submitted by the Board of 
Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and asked for a motion 
from the floor. Selectman Erickson made a motion to accept the Article as read, 
seconded by Selectwoman Ganem. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
motion. Mrs. Ganem spoke for the Article stating that the Selectmen had check- 
ed with the Town Council and the Labor Council on the legality of the present 
Employment Policy. Town Manager, Chester Spinney stated that there were con- 
flicts between the present Employment Policy and the State RSA’S. Robert Tierney 
of the Wolfeboro Police Department made a motion to Amend the Article by ad- 
ding ‘‘portions’’ of Town Personnel Policies, etc., and changing No. 1 to read: 
“Only those portions of Town Personnel Policies which are in conflict with RSA 
37 are hereby rescinded.’’ Curtis Pike made the motion to accept the Article as 
Amended. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the Amended Article. 
There being none, the Moderator then asked for a voice vote on the Amended 
Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article 
adopted as amended. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and direct the Selectmen, 
pursuant to RSA 80:42 Ill, to reconvey to Charles |. White by quitclaim deed that 
property on Northline Road taken from him by Tax Collector’s deed dated Oc- 
tober 8, 1985 for non-payment of the 1982 taxes, provided Mr. White pay to the 
Town all taxes, interest and charges accrued thereon from 1982 to date, inclusive. 
(Submitted by Petition). At this time Moderator Robert Varney stated that he would 
be stepping down and would ask Allan E. Bailey, Jr., to act as Moderator for this 
one Article as he felt that since the law firm that he was affiliated with was 


_handling.the White case that he should not be involved with the Article. Mr. Bailey 
then read the Article in its entirety and asked for a motion from the floor. A motion 
was made by Timothy Sullivan, seconded by Randy Walker to accept the Article 
as read. Mr. Bailey then asked for discussion on the Article. Mr. Zulauf explained 
the procedure followed when a tax sale is held by the Town and the results when 
a property owner does not redeem the taxes after a certain period of time, which 
results in the property being deeded to the Town of Wolfeboro in the case of Charles 
White. Kathy DePree, Vice Chairman of the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission, 
was recognized by the Moderator and presented a lengthy presentation on the 
background leading to the Town obtaining the property in question by Tax Sale. 
She explained that all legal procedures were followed. A lengthly discussion follow- 
ed from the voters asking questions. A motion was made by Mr. Zulauf, second- 
ed by Mr. Bean to move the Article.

(Submitted by Petition) The Moderator read the Article and asked for a motion 
on the Article. A motion to accept the Article as read was made by Peter Cole, 
seconded by John McDermott. Discussion followed. Peter Cole, representing the 
owners in this case explained that this case was different from the one that was 
voted upon earlier. A motion to amend the Article was made by John McDermott, 
seconded by Richard Baldauf to read: “‘To see if the Town will vote pursuant to 
RSA 80:42, Ill, to transfer to James Nealon 206 Walnut Street, Manchester, New 
Hampshire, that certain parcel of real estate taken under a tax collector’s deed 
dated October 1, 1985, and recording in the Carroll County Registry of Deeds at 
Book 1038, Page 198, provided Mr. Nealon pay to the Town all taxes, interest, 
and charges accrued thereon from 1985 to date inclusive.’’ (Submitted by Peti- 
tion). The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article as amended. There be- 
ing none, took a voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote in the affir- 
mative and the Moderator declared the Article, as amended, adopted. At this time 
the Moderator, Robert Varney, announced that the total Budget Figure for 1987 
would be $8,384,003.00 as a result of the various Items added and substracted 
from the total proposed budget. Mr. Varney asked for discussion on the Budget 
as amended. There being no discussion, a voice vote was taken; voice vote was 
in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted as amended 
with the new total of $8,384,003.00. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to reduce the surplus funds of the 
Municipal Electric Department by reducing the fuel charge to customers by ten 
thousand ($10,000.00) for each of 12 continuous months commencing May 1987 
and continuing to April 1988, the amount totaling $120,000.00. (Submitted by Peti- 
tion) A motion to accept the Article as read was made by Dr. Lawrence Toms, 
seconded by Richard Baldauf. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Arti- 
cle. H.E. Erickson, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen stated that prior to receiv- 
ing this petition, the Board of Selectmen had adopted, under the tariff, to pro- 


vide exactly the same thing at a Selectmen’s meeting earlier. A motion was made 
by Peter Brewitt, seconded by Mr. Baldauf to postpone action on this Article in- 
definitely. All in favor. | 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the town’s representatives 
to the General Court to take all necessary measures to insure that no low level 
radioactive waste from the Seabrook nuclear plant shall be stored or disposed 
of within this Town of Wolfeboro unless and until the proposed site of the propos- 
ed storage or disposal has been approved by the voters of the Town at the annual 
Town Meeting by written ballot. (Submitted by Petition). A motion to accept the 
Article as read was made by Shirley Ganem, seconded by Gloria St.Martin. A 
discussion followed. Paul Kimball made a motion to amend the Article to eliminate 
five (5) words ‘“‘low level radioactive waste from to “‘all waste’ from the Seabrook 
nuclear plant’’., seconded by Jim Hill. No discussion on the amended Article; the 
Moderator asked for voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote in the affir- 
mative and the Moderator declard the Article passed as amended. The Article would 
now read ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s representatives to 
the General Court to take all necessary measures to insure that no low level radioac- 
tive waste shall be stored or disposed of within this Town of Wolfeboro unless 
and until the proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal has been approv- 
ed by the voters of the Town at the annual Town Meeting by written ballot.”’ 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen and the 
Wolfeboro Railroad Study Committee to request the State of New Hampshire to 
retain as open space Wolfeboro Tax Map Parcel 6-6-15, situated on Back Bay 
in the Town of Wolfeboro and presently owned by the State of New Hampshire, 
for use as a town park, for lake access, as the terminus of a proposed linear park 
along the right-of-way from Sanbornville to Wolfeboro and for other open space 
and recreational related uses as are deemed desirable. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen). A motion to accept the Article as read was made by H.E. Erickson, 
seconded by Edward Zulauf. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. 
Mr. Fred Hall was recognized, and presented a lengthy presentation showing the 
area involved and explaining to the audience the purpose and the advantages 
to the Town for this request. The Moderator asked for further discussion, there 
being none, asked for a voice vote on the Article as read. Voice vote was taken. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative. Article adopted as declared by the Moderator.

1988 Town Warrant Zoning Amendments 


Article 19:To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Zoning 
Amendments: 

AMENDMENT 1: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VII, Multi Family 
Dwellings, Section C, to read as follows: The total acreage shall be no less than 
one acre per dwelling unit in areas not served by municipal water and sewer 
systems (the acreage shall be calculated to be measured excluding water bodies, 
wetlands, and 90% of the exposed ledge). If the proposed multi family dwellings 
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are served by municipal water and sewer systems, a density of up to four dwell- 
ing units per acre may be permitted only upon satisfactory compliance with stan- 
dards set by the Planning Board to guarantee traffic safety, prime agricultural land, 
aquifer and surface water protection, and harmony with the surrounding environ- 
ment. (see Section F). No multi family dwelling unit will contain more than four 
(4) dwelling units. (Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the Planning 
Board) 

AMENDMENT 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VII, Multi Family 
Dwellings, Section E to read as follows: “‘EXTERNAL BOUNDARIES OF MULTI 
FAMILY DWELLINGS” External boundaries of multi family dwellings shall have 
frontage on a public or private road of no less than 150’; shall have a front set- 
back of no less than 50’; shall have side setbacks of no less than 50’ and shall 
have a rear setback of no less than 50’. (Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended 
by the Planning Board) 

AMENDMENT 3: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 2, Section 8f, 
by adding; ‘‘Also to include all property bounded by Varney Road, Pine Hill Road 
and lying not more than 1500 feet from Bay Street, being therefore that area wester- 
ly and northerly of Bay Street and paralleling Bay Street to a depth of 1500 feet.”’ 
(Submitted by Petition) ( Not Recommended by the Planning Board) 

AMENDMENT 4: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Zoning 
Ordinance by adding a new Article XV entitled ‘‘Limited Commercial District’”’ which 
will create a third commercial district allowing limited commercial use within the 
area which is generally located along New Hampshire Route 28 from the “Town 
Woods’”’ to the Southerly boundary of the former ‘‘Snookers”’ property, so-called. 
Article XV to read as follows: 

Article XV Limited Commercial District (LCD) 
INTENT 

The Town of Wolfeboro (the Town) recognizes the need for additional land 
areas within the Town to be available for specific Commercial uses. The Town 
has noted that one area of the Town, due in part to its location and highway ac- 
cessibility, has been utilized for light, or limited, commercial purposes for many 
years. This land area, generally located along N.H. Route 28, and hereinafter 
described as the Limited Commercial District, is intended to provide additional 
opportunities, with certain restrictions, for Commercial development in a transi- 
tional manner from the C1 to the C2 Districts of the Town. 

This District is further intended to encourage the orderly clustering and place- 
ment of Limited Commercial activities sufficiently distant from the downtown (Com- 
mercial District C1, Zone A) area to de-intensify concentration of use within this 
area. This District further imposes dimensional and Lot coverage standards in- 
tended to mitigate any potential detrimental impacts that uses within the LCD may 
have upon any Abutting Residential Property or the environment. 

In addition, this District is designed to allow certain types of Commercial ac- 
tivities which may require larger land areas, but which are not environmentally 
intensive in their use of the land. The lands included in this District, due to their 
general topology, both natural and as may be restored, afford areas for uses which 
may not be located elsewhere, without adversely impacting existing residential 
neighborhoods of the Town. Since fewer curb cuts entering a State Highway af- 
ford greater safety for travellers, the LCD is designed to encourage off-highway 
interconnections between adjacent non-residential uses. 


Definitions 
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Terms and phrases contained within the LCD shall first be interpreted as defin- 
ed in the LCD, then in the Zoning Ordinance, and then as may be defined by or- 
dinary dictionary definitions. 

Abutting Residential Property: A lot abutting the LCD, and which is zoned as 
Residential. 

Accessory Use: An incidental and subordinate use that is customarily associated 
with the principal use of a lot or building located upon the same lot as the ac- 
cessory use. 

Board: The Planning Board of Wolfeboro. 

Commercial: That which involves the exchange of cash, goods, services, or any 
other renumeration for goods, services, lodging, meals, entertainment in any form 
or the right to occupy space over a period of time. 

Community Service: Any non-residential use which is designed for the general 
use and enjoyment of the public and which may be publicly or privately owned. 
Community Service includes, without limitation, parks, swimming pools, schools, 
municipal service buildings and uses, and public safety building and uses. 
Footprint: With respect to Buildings and Structures, the land area occupied, at 
the surface of the ground, by the Building or Structure. 

Impervious Surface: A covering of the earth with anything which restricts the 
otherwise natural flow of surface waters into the ground, including without limita- 
tion, asphalt, concrete, brick, tile and the like. 

Light Industry: Uses which are designed to serve the needs of the community 
for industrial activity and which are not offensive to nearby commercial or residential 
uses. Light Industry includes Manufacturing or assembly processes when carried 
on completely within the walls of a building. Light Industry shall be uses which 
by their nature and their design implementation on the site, do not produce any 
of the following adverse impacts, as determined at the boundary of the Light In- 
dustry Lot: 

noise at a level greater than typical street or traffice noise; 

hazardous solids liquids or gases for emission to the environment; 

offensive odors or glare; 

offensive vibration; 

Any other adverse impact as may be determined by the Board. 

Lot Coverage: The percent of the total lot area which is covered by Buildings, 
Structures, or Impervious Surfaces. Lot Coverage shall be computed with the sum 
of Building and Structure footprint areas, and Impervious Surfaces as the 
numerator; the lots area and any dedicated open or green space appurtenant to 
the lot as the denominator. 

Outdoor Commercial: Any Commercial use conducted primarily in the out-of-doors 
(outside a Building or Structure) for more than 5 consecutive days, or more than 
15 days in any year, other than those used which are necessary, incidental, or 
Accessory for a Commercial use within the LCD which is located within a Building 
or Buildings. 

Outdoor Storage: Placement on a Lot, and not within a Building or Structure, 
of supplies, materials, goods, products, or surplus materials for more than 5 con- 
secutive days or more than 30 days in any year if not fully screened from public 
view; if fully screened from public (but not necessarily form aerial) view, then not 
more than 5 consecutive days or more 60 days in any year. 

Professional Office: A Commercial use in which no activity is carried on to cater 
to the retail trade with the general public and where no stock of goods is main 
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tained for sale to customers, or clients of the following office uses: accountant, 
architect, attorney, bank or branch bank, dentist, engineer, insurance broker, physi- 
cian, real estate broker, stock broker, or other use deemed by the Board to be 
in accordance with this definition. 

Scrap Yard: An area of land, or a building, within which waste or scrap materials 
are bought, sold, exchanged, stored or otherwise handled. A Scrap Yard includes, 
without limitation, an auto wrecking yard and ‘“‘Junkyard”’ as defined by RSA 
236:112. 

Subdivision: As is defined by N.H. RSA 672:14, provided however, that the divi- 
sion of ownership by submission to NH RSA 356-B (the condominium statute) of 
a shopping center located with the LCD shall not constitute a Subdivision. 


DISTRICT BOUNDARIES 
All that land which lies within the following boundaries: 

Beginning at a point on the Westerly sideline of the Wolfeborough Railroad 
on the current boundary between lands now or recently of Madelyn Albee and 
Alvin and Barbara White, which point lies approximately six hundred (600’) Easterly 
of the currently travelled centerline of New Hampshire Route 28, and which point 
further marks the Southerly corner of the herein described Limited Commercial 
District; 

Thence is a general Northeasterly direction, along the Westerly sideline of 
said Wolfeborough Railroad, thirty-three feet (33’) from the centerline of the tracks 
along said Railroad; approximately two thousand eight hundred twenty feet (2,820’), 
more or less, to an iron pipe at land now or formerly of Charles H. Smith and Richard 
D. Kourian, which land is depicted on a plan entitled ‘‘Plan of Land for Charles 
H, Earl J. Smith and Richard Kourian’”’ prepared by White Mountain Survey & 
Engineering and dated January 16, 1981; 

Thence North seventy degrees, nine minutes, eleven seconds West (N 70° 
09’ 11’ W), one hundred thirty-seven and seven hundredths feet (137.07’), along 
said land of Smith and Kourian to an iron pipe; 

Thence North thirty-eight degrees, fourteen minutes, forty-one seconds West 
(N 38° 14’ 41” W), six hundred and thirty-six hundredths feet (600.36’), along said 
land of Smith and Kourian to an aluminum White Mountain Survey & Engineerig 
disc on the Southerly sideline of New Hampshire Route 28; 

Thence in a general Easterly direction seventy-nine and ninety-eight hun- 
dredths feet (79.98’), along the arc of a curve to the right having a radius of five 
thousand six hundred eighty and no hundredths feet (5,680.00’), and along said 
Route 28, to a NHHD concrete bound; 

Thence North eighty degrees, twenty-nine minutes, fourteen seconds East 
(N 80° 29’ 14” E), six hundred nine and seventy-three hundredths feet (609.73’), 
along the Southerly sideline of said New Hampshire Route 28 to an aluminum 
White Mountain Survey & Engineering disc at land now or formerly of James A. 
and Tirzah B. Cooney; 

Thence North thirty-three degrees, fifty-seven minutes, sixteen seconds West 
(N 33° 57’ 16’’ W), across said New Hampshire Route 28, along a projection of 
the Easterly boundary of said previously mentioned land of Smith and Kourian, 
and passing through land now or formerly of the Town of Wolfeboro approximate- 
ly one thousand feet (1,000’), more or less, to a point within land now or formerly 
of Bernard and June Blair, which point is located eight hundred seventy-five and 
no hundredths feet (875.00’) from the currently travelled centerline of New Hamp- 
shire Route 28; | 
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Thence in a general Westerly and Southwesterly direction, along a line which 
is eight hundred seventy-five and no hundredths feet (875.00’) from, and parallel 
with, the currently travelled centerline of said New Hampshire Route 28, approx- 
imately three thousand four hundred fifty feet (3,450’), more or less, to a point 
on the current boundary line between land now or recently of Brady Brothers In- 
vestment Company and Paul and Edna Gridley; 

Thence in a general Southeasterly direction approximately nine hundred twen- 
ty feet (920’), more or less, along said current boundary between land of Brady 
Brothers Investment Company and Paul and Edna Gridley to a point on the Wester- 
ly sideline of said New Hampshire Route 28; 

Thence continuing in a general Southeasterly direction across said New Hamp- 
shire Route 28, fifty feet (50’), more or less, to an iron pipe at said current boun- 
dary between lands now or formerly of Madelyn Albee and Alvin and Barbara White; 

Thence continuing in a general Southeasterly direction approximately six hun- 
dred feet (600’), more or less, along said current boundary line between lands 
of Madelyn Albee and Alvin and Barbara White to a point on the Westerly sideline 
of said Wolfeborough Railroad - being the point of beginning. 

CONTAINING approximately one hundred eighteen (118) acres, to be the same, 
more or less. 


DISTRICT USE RESTRICTIONS 

Permitted Uses: 

(a) Any principal use permitted in the C-1 District (unless specifically excluded 

herein. 

(b) Commercial Use; 

(c) Light Industry; 

(d) Community Service; 

(e) Professional Office; and 

(f) Private schools and research facilities; 

(g) Residential use as an Accessory use. 

Prohibited Uses: 

(a) The additional specifically enumerated uses permitted in the C2 District, which 
are not otherwise permitted in the C1 District (generally listed as: garages and 
filling stations, new and used care dealers, automobile repair shops, storage 
and use of heavy equipment, lumber yards, sale and distribution of building 
supplies, laundries, and metal shops). 

(b) Outdoor Commercial; 

(c) Outdoor Storage; 

(d) Building constructed for storage as its principal use 

(e) Scrap and Junk Yards; 

(f) Any industrial use other than Light Industry; 

(g) Any use which produces any of the adverse impacts defined as prohibited under 
“Light Industry’’; 

(h) Chemical manufacturing, storage, or distribution; 

(i) Manufacture or disposal of hazardous and/or radioactive waste materials; 

(j) Printing shops; or 

(k) Kennels. 


LOT REQUIREMENTS AND GENERAL PROVISIONS 
(a) Minimun lot size shall be 100,000 square feet. 
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(b) Front Setback, to be measured from the centerline of roads and highways, 
as follows: 

N.H. Route 28: 125 feet; 
Trotting Track Road: 75 feet; 
Other roads: 50 feet 

(c) Minimum lot frontage shall be 200 feet. 

(d) Side setbacks shall be 25 feet. 

(e) Rear setbacks shall be 50 feet. 

(f) Lot Coverage: Lot Coverage shall not exceed 60 percent. 

(g) Curb cuts: Newly proposed entrances to N.H. Route 28 generally shall not be 
located within 300 feet of another entrace to said Route 28 on the same side 
of the highway. 

(h) Non-Residential Site Plan Review approval shall be required for development 
within the LCD 

Applicability of Local Standards: All proposals within the LCD shall comply with 

all applicable provisions of this ordinance; the Site Plan Review Regulations and 

other pertinent ordinances, regulations and policies of the Town provided, however, 
that in the event of a conflict, other than a conflict with the Wetlands Conserva- 
tion District Ordinance, between such ordinances, regulations or policies with the 
provisions of the Limited Commercial District, the provisions of the Limited Com- 
mercial District shall control. The provisions of the Wetlands Conservation District 
shall be fully applicable to Wetland areas, if any, within the Limited Commercial 

District. 

Required Application Documents: 

In addition to any other applicable requirements of the Town of Wolfeboro, 
an applicant proposing to Develop within the LCD shall submit the following to 
the Board during the Site Plan Review process: 

(a) A plan demonstrating how any potentially adverse impacts of the propos- 
ed Development on abutting residential properties have been mitigated through 
the use of buffer strips, landscaping, or site layout and design. 

(b) A plan demonstrating how the proposed Development minimizes curb cuts, 
or Driveway Permits, accessing N.H. Route 28, and also how off-highway access 
to adjacent non-residential properties is accommodated by the proposed 
Development. 

(Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the Planning Board) 

AMENDMENT 5: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI, Administra- 
tion and Enforcement, Section 6 to read as follows: ‘‘Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion which violates any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be punishable by 
a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00). Each day during which 
a violation is committed or continued shall be deemed to constitute a separate 
offense.”’ (Submitted by the Planning Board) 

INTENT: To increase violation fines from $10.00 to $100.00 thereby encourag- 
ing greater compliance with zoning regulations. 

AMENDMENT 6: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article V, Lot Re- 
quirements, Section A by deleting the second sentence and inserting the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Front setback from said roads and bodies of water shall be no less than 
50 feet for other than boathouse, and the side and rear setbacks no less than 
25 feet. In the case of a lot of record or dwelling unit existing as of March 8, 1988, 
front setback from said roads and bodies of water shall be no less than 30 feet 
for other than boathouses, and the side and rear setbacks no less than 10 feet.”’ 
(Submitted by the Planning Board) 
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INTENT: To increase front, side and rear setbacks for new dwellings thereby 
enhancing open space and providing adequate buffers between dwellings and 
insuring access to adequate light and air. 

AMENDMENT 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article IV, General 
Provisions, 'by deleting Section E which allows one nonconforming use to change 
to another nonconforming use by Special Exception. (Submitted by the Planning 
Board) 

INTENT: To protect abutters by strengthening nonconforming use re- 
quirements by providing that a nonconforming use may not be changed to another 
by Special Exception. 

AMENDMENT 8: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article X Uses Per- 
mitted by Special Exception by replacing the five (5) conditions for granting a 
Special Exception with the following new conditions: 

(1) That the specific site is an appropriate location for the proposed use or structure: 
(2) That the proposal is not detrimental, injurious, obnoxious or offensive to the 
neighborhood; 

(3) That there will be no undue nuisance or serious hazard to pedestrian or vehicular 
traffic, including the location and design of access ways and off-street parking; 
(4) That adequate and appropriate facilities and utilities will be provided to insure 
the proper operation of the proposed use or structure; and 

(5) That the proposed use or structure is consistent with the spirit of the Ordinance 
and the intent of the Master Plan. 

(Submitted by the Planning Board) 

INTENT: To give the Zoning Board of Adjustment a more comprehensive list 
of criteria to evaluate when considering a Special Exception application. 

AMENDMENT 9: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article Ill, Definitions, 
Section 7, Frontage by adding a new sentence to read as follows: ‘‘For shorefront 
lots, frontage shall mean the dimension on both a body of water and a road.”’ (Sub- 
mitted by the Planning Board) 

INTENT: To expand the definition of Frontage to include the provision that 
all shorefront lots must have the required frontage on a body of water and a road. 

AMENDMENT 10: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Zon- 
ing Ordinance by adding a new Article XVI entitled “‘Manufactured Housing Or- 
dinance”’ and also deleting certain sections of the Ordinance that conflict with 
revised State statutes. Article XVI to read as follows: 


Article XVI. Wolfeboro Manufactured Housing Ordinance. 


(1) Purpose. It is the purpose of this Ordinance, as required by State Law, 
to afford reasonable opportunities for the siting of manufactured housing in 
Wolfeboro by allowing manufactured housing in parks and subdivisions on in- 
dividually owned lots in most, but not all, land areas in districts zoned to permit 
residential uses within Wolfeboro. 

(2) Overlay District. It is the intent of this Ordinance to create an overlay district 
such that all land contained in the Manufactured Housing District shall also be 
located in some other zoning district. Permitted uses for land located in this district 
shall be those allowed in this district and those allowed in the underlying district. 

(3) ‘Definition of Manufactured Housing’’. “Manufactured Housing’ means 
any structure, transportable in one or more sections, which, in the traveling mode, 
is eight (8) body feet or more in width and forth (40) body feet or more in length, 


or when erected on site, is three hundred twenty (320) square feet or more, and 
which is built on a permanent chasses and designed to be used as a dwelling 
with or without a permanent foundation when connected to required utilities, which 
include plumbing, heating, and electrical heating systems contained therein. 
‘Manufactured Housing”’ shall not include pre-site built housing as defined in RSA 
674:31-a. 

(4) Boundaries. The boundaries of the Manufactured Housing District are 
described as follows: 

Beginning at a point on the Alton Town line, said point is 500 feet southeasterly 
of Route 28, thence on a line in a northeasterly direction 500 feet from and parallel 
to Route 28 to the intersection of Middleton Road; thence due north direction to 
the point of intersection with said line and the Rust Pond Shore Front Residential 
District; thence southerly, northeasterly, westerly, and southwesterly along the 
Rust Pond Short Front Residential District to a point on said district line which 
is 500 feet easterly of Route 28; thence in a northwesterly direction on a line which 
is 500 feet parallel to Route 28 to a point on said line which is opposite the southern 
most boundary of the Crescent Lake Shore Front Residential District, then on a 
line northeasterly to the southern most Shore Front Residential District, thence 
easterly, northerly, southeasterly, southerly, and easterly along the Crescent Lake 
and Lake Wentworth Shore Front Residential Districts to the point of intersection 
of said boundary with the thread of the stream of Warren Brook; thence easterly 
along the thread of stream of Warren Brook to the intersection of the Brookfield 
Town line; thence southerly and westerly along the Brookfield, New Durham and 
Alton Town lines to the point of the beginning. 

Also beginning at a point on the Brookfield Town line, said point being nor- 
theasterly of the intersection of said town line with Route 109; thence in a nor- 
thwesterly direction on a line 500 feet from and parallel to Route 109 to a point 
which is 500 feet southeasterly of Route 28; thence in a northerly direction on 
a line 500 feet from and parallel to Route 28 to a point which is 800 feet southwester- 
ly of North Wolfeboro Road; thence southeasterly on a line 800 feet from and 
parallel to North Wolfeboro Road, and southwesterly from and paralled to Haines 
Hill Road, and southeasterly on a line 800 feet from and parallel to Chick Road 
and southeasterly on a line 800 feet from and parallel to Bickford Road, and nor- 
therly 800 feet from and parallel to North Wolfeboro Road, and southeasterly on 
a line 800 feet from and paralled to Cooper Road and northwesterly on a line from 
and parallel to Cooper Road, and northwesterly 800 feet from and parallel to North 
Wolfeboro Road, and northerly on a line 800 feet from and parallel to Trask Moun- 
tain Road and southerly on a line 800 feet from and parailel to Trask Mountain 
Road, and northwesterly 800 feet from and parallel to North Wolfeboro Road to 
a point which is 500 feet southeasterly of Route 28 (to include the Historic District); 
thence on a line 500 feet from and parallel to Route 28 to the intersection of said 
line with the Ossipee Town line; thence southeasterly, northerly, southeasterly 
along the Ossipee Town line, and southwesterly along the Wakefield and Brookfield 
Town lines to the point of beginning. — 

Also beginning at a point on the Tuftonboro Town line, said point being 500 
feet from the intersection of Route 109 with said Town line; thence northerly, easter- 
ly, northeasterly along Tuftonboro Town line to a point which is on said town line 
and 800 feet southwesterly of the Tuftonboro, Ossipee, Wolfeboro corner; thence 
in southeasterly on a line which is 800 feet from and parallel to the Ossipee town 
line and Pork Hill Road to a point which is 500 feet from Route 28; thence southerly 
on a line which is 500 feet from and parallel to Route 28 to a point which is 500 
feet northerly of Elm Street; thence northwesterly on a line 500 feet from and 
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parallel to Elm Street to the southeasterly boundary of the Pine Hill Cemetary, 
then westerly along the boundary of the Pine Hill Cemetary, and to a point 500 
feet westerly of Elm Street; thence southerly on a line 500 feet west of and parallel 
to Elm Street to a point 500 feet northwesterly of Bay Street; thence in a 
southwesterly direction on a line which is 500 feet northwesterly of Bay Street 
to a point 500 feet north of North Main Street; thence northwesterly on a line 500 
feet north and parallel to North Main Street to the point of beginning and excluding 
the Municipal Watershed Districts, Shorefront Residential Districts and C-1 and 
C-2 Districts. 

(5) Uses Permitted. Manufactured Housing in parks and subdivisions created 
for the placement of manufactured housing on individually owned lots are permit- 
ted uses in the Manufactured Housing District. 

(6) Definition ‘‘Manufactured Housing Park’’. A ‘‘Manufactured Housing 
Park”’ shall be defined for purposes of this Ordinance as a tract of land used or 
intended for the purpose of supplying to the public parking spaces for two (2) or 
more manufactured homes, whether or not a charge is made for such accommoda- 
tions. A Manufactured Housing Park must be a minimum of ten (10) acres and 
shall have one hundred (100) foot front, side and rear setbacks requirements. Ade- 
quate screening must be provided between manufactured homes. 

(7) Definition “‘Manufactured Housing Subdivision’’. A ‘‘Manufactured 
Housing Subdivision” shall mean for the purpose of this Ordinance the division 
of a tract of land into individually owned lots for the purpose of locating manufac- 
tured housing thereon. Manufactured housing located on individual lots shall com- 
ply with lot size, frontage requirements, space limitations and other controls that 
conventional single-family housing in the same zoning district must comply with. 
No special exception or special permit shall be required unless such special ex- 
ception or permit is required for conventional single-family housing. 

(8) Planning Board Jurisdiction. Any Manufactured Housing Park os Sub- 
division is a ‘“‘subdivision”’ as defined by State Law. The Wolfeboro Planning Board 
has subdivision jurisdiction over any proposed Manufactured Housing Park or 
Subdivision. 

2. To delete Article X, Section 3 (a) which allows mobile homes in the GR1, 
GR2, and GR3 General Residential Districts by special exception. 

3. To delete Article IX, Section 5 (b) which allows mobile home parks and 
subdivisions in the General Residential District GR2. 

4. To delete Article Ill, Sections 13 and 14, which define ‘‘Mobile Home 
Park’ and ‘‘Mobile Home Subdivision’. 
(Submitted by the Planning Board) 

INTENT: A recent change in State Law (RSA 674:32) made it MANDATORY 
that mobile homes, now defined as Manufactured Housing, be allowed in most 
of the areas of a city or town where conventional single family homes are permit- 
ted. Such housing may not be subject to any conditions that are not applicable 
to conventional homes, and may be allowed at the option of a town on individual 
lots, in Manufactured Housing Parks or in Manufactured Housing Subdivsions. 
Should a town NOT change its Zoning Ordinance to so accomodate Manufac- 
tured Housing by June 1, 1988, its non-compliance with the law would permit such 
housing to be placed on any lot within the town. 

To put the Town in compliance the Planning Board recommends Zoning Or- 
dinance changes to allow such Housing in Manufactured Housing Parks and 
Manufactured Housing Subdivisions, each of which would be required to be ap- 
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proved under the Board’s Subdivision Regulations. 

The areas that would put the town in compliance are shown on a map wherein 
such Parks and Subdivisions would be set back 500 feet from the major highways 
through town and not in the Shorefront Residential, Commercial or Historic Districts. 

AMENDMENT 11: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article Ill, Section 
12 by replacing the definition of “‘Mobile Home”’ with a definition of ‘“‘Manufac- 
tured Housing’’ to read as follows: ‘‘Manufactured Housing means any structure, 
transportable in one or more sections, which, in the travellingmode is 8 body feet 
or more in width and 40 body feet or more in length, or when erected on site is 
320 square feet or more, and which is built on a permanent chassis and designed 
to be used as a dwelling with or without a permanent foundation when connected 
to required utilities, which include plumbing, heating and electrical systems con- 
tained therein. Manufactured housing as defined in this section shall not include 
presite built housing as defined in RSA 674:31-a.”’ (Submitted by the Planning 
Board) 

INTENT: To update the definition of Mobile Home to reflect current State 
statutes. 

AMENDMENT 12: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Zon- 
ing Ordinance by adding a new “‘School and Public Service District’”’ by making 
the following changes: 

1. To add a new paragraph 11 to Article |, Districts, to read as follows: 11. 
School and Public Service. 

2. To add a new section 12 to Article IX, Permitted Uses, to read as follows: 

12. In the School and Public Service District. 

a. Federally funded not-for-profit corporation multi-family dwelling unit 
buildings for the elderly having a density of no more than 10 units per acre, building 
setbacks no less than 50 feet from property lines, 150 feet from bodies of water, 
and parking requirements to be one space for two dwelling units. The parking 
requirements of Article VI shall not apply. The requirements of Article Vil, C., E., 
and G do not apply. 

b. Privately funded not-for-profit corporation multi-family dwelling unit 
buildings for the elderly having a density of no more than 5 units per acre, building 
setbacks no less than 50 feet from property lines, 150 feet from bodies of water, 
and parking requirements to be one space for each dwelling unit. The parking 
requirements of Article VI shall not apply. The requirements for Article VII, C., 
E., and G., do not apply. 

c. Not-for-profit corporation hospital for the care of humans, having 
building setbacks no less than 50 feet from property lines, and 150 feet from bodies 
of water. 

d. Not-for-profit corporation school having setbacks no less than 50 feet 
from property lines and 150 feet from bodies of water. 

3. To add to Article VII, Multi-Family Dwellings, Section B, in the first sentence 
the words: ‘‘and School and Public Service District’’ 

4. To add to Article Il, Boundaries, a new paragraph 10 to read as follows: 

10. School and Public Service District. The district includes lots as shown 
on the Wolfeboro Tax Map as follows:

INTENT: To create a new “School and Public Service District’ to provide 
that certain not-for-profit corporation uses be permitted uses in this district rather 
than uses by Special Exception or Variance. The uses involved are The Ledges, 
Christian Ridge, Huggins Hospital, Brewster Academy, and additional not-for-profit 
elderly housing on land of the All Saints Episcopal Church. 

AMENDMENT 13: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Zon- 
ing Ordinance by adding a new Article XVII entitled “‘Planned Unit Development”’ 
to read as follows: 


Article XVII Planned Unit Development 


A. Authority 

Planned Unit Developments proposed under this article, are for the purposes 
of this ordinance, deemed to the subdivisions as defined in New Hampshire RSA 
672, Definitions, inasmuch as such Planned Unit Developments are construed 
to constitute a division of a lot, tract or parcel of land into two (2) or more sites. 
Planned Unit Developments under this article will be subject to approval by the 
Planning Board under general authority given it in accordance with Chapters 674, 
675 and 676 of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated. 

B. Purposes and Objectives: 

The particular intent of this Article is to provide for a mixture of housing types 
and uses within GR1, GR2, GR3, and the Agricultural District without detracting 
from the livability and aesthetic qualities of the environment, but rather encouraging: 

1. The general purpose of the district’s zoning by-laws; 

2. The preservation of open space and the promotion of more efficient use 
of the land in harmony with its natural features; 

3. A more creative approach to land development; 

4. Land use which is harmonious with the environment and which conserves 
natural resources and scenic qualities; 

5. Diversity and variety in the development pattern of the community; 

6. Better design and land planning resulting in economical and efficient street 
and structure placement, and public facility installation. 

C. Definitions: 

1. Planned Unit Development. A development of a tract of land for single, 
multi-family or mixed use which land is developed as an entity by the land owner 
and which land is not subject to the dimensional regulations as specified in GR1, 
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GR2, GR3, and the Agricultural District, but governed instead by the requirements 
of this Article. 

2. Useable Open Space. Land which is accessible and available to all oc- 
cupants of dwelling units for whose use the space is intended and determined 
by the Board to be suitable for recreational purposes or for agricultural land. 

3. Residential Space. This space shall mean the land area of the Planned 
Unit Development to be used for structures, driveways, parking facilities, accessory 
structures and agricultural uses. 

4. Active Recreational Space. Land that is used for recreational purposes 
such as tennis, skiing and sporting events. 

5. Access. Access to the boundaries of the PUD tract shall be as defined 
in Article Ill, 1 of the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance. 

D. Permitted Uses: 

1. Residential (single family and multi family dwellings of up to four (4) units 
per building) 

2. Community facilities, religious or educational institutions, charitable or 
philanthropic institutions, public utilities and service uses, public recreation and 
open space, hiking or riding trails serving the needs of the Planned Unit 
Development. 

3. Appropriate accessory uses. 

E. Dimensional and Density Requirements 

1. Minimum Area. The tract of land shall be at least ten (10) contiguous acres 
in single ownership. Land in the Shorefront Residential District may be used for 
density calculations and no other purpose except access to the body of water. 
Access shall be measured as 150 feet of straightline frontage per dwelling unit. 

2. Maximum Residential Density. The maximum residential-density for the 
Planned Unit Development shall be based on the results of a High Intensity Soil 
Survey as described in the Town Subdivision Regulations. In any case, density 
in GR1, GR2, or GR3 shall not exceed one (1) unit per acre or one (1) unit per 
five (5) acres in the Agricultural District. 

3. Open Space. At least fifty (50) percent of the tract shall be in open space 
and unimproved. 

4. Useable Open Space. At least thirty (30) percent of the open space shall 
be useable. Active recreational space must be addressed. 

5. Setbacks. Buildings shall be at least one hundred (100) feet from a boun- 
dary line of the Planned Unit Development and at least thirty (30) feet from any 
street line or parking area within the Planned Unit Development. 

6. Height. The maximum allowable height shall be thirty (30) feet for all per- 
mitted uses. 

F. Environmental Impact Assessment: 

The applicant shall provide an environmental assessment survey and submit 
a report which evaluates the impact on social, economic and physical en- 
vironments. The report must address techniques to mitigate harm to the environ- 
ment caused by the proposal. If the Board determines that the proposal will cause 
significant harm to the social, economic and physical environments, and it is im- 
possible to mitigate that harm, the Board may reject the proposal in its entirety 
or a portion thereof. The impact statement shall include, but not be limited to the 
following: 

1. Statement of adequacy of the proposed parking for the use intended; 

2. Statement of effect on peggeulen and vehicular traffic on proposed and 
abutting streets; 
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3. Statement of adequacy of utility systems for the provision of water ser- 
vice, fire protection, sewer service and storm drainage where applicable; 

4. Statement of suitability of proposed drainage system and effects on 
abutters; 

5. Statement of noise control methods and procedures; 

6. Statement of effect on public school systems; 

7. Statement of effect on public recreation and park system; 

8. Statement of effect on the neighborhood and the community human ser- 
vices and social systems; 

9. Statement of effect on the area wildlife; 

10. Statement of effect to the area’s ground and surface water systems; 

11. Statement on the tract’s archaeological resources; 

12. Statement of the effect on the siting of the structures on the built and 
natural environment 
G. Approval: 

A Planned Unit Development shall be subject to approval by the Planning 
Board and shall be subject to the following guidelines: 

1. In the design review process for a Planned Unit Development the appli- 
cant(s) and the Planning Board shall recognize the special nature of this form of 
development. Because of the nature of the areas in which Planned Unit Develop- 
ment may be built, the development should be integrated into the surrounding 
neighborhood in such a way that several visual qualities between old and new 
are complimentary. 

2. In the preparation of the site plan for a PUD it is recommended that the 
applicant secure the service of a professional landscape architect, architect or 
land planner to assist in development of the plan. The Planning Board may secure 
similar consulting services to advise the Board in its evaluation of PUD proposals. 
It is to the advantage of both parties that a proposed PUD plan represent the highest 
quality at the time of its submission. 

3. In evaluating the data submitted under this Article the Board shall follow 
these general design guidelines insofar as it practical: 

a. The scale and size of buildings proposed to be placed along existing 
street frontage shall be related to, and harmonize with, existing buildings in the 
immediate street vicinity of the tract proposed for a PUD. 

b. The design of the PUD shall be directed toward establishing a sense 
of place. Inward oriented placement of buildings, well defined public and private 
spaces, sidewalks and resting sites are desired. 

c. Materials, colors and buildings should be compatible with existing land- 
scape of the tract and with surrounding buildings. 

d. Prominent landscape features should be respected in the plan. 
Viewsheds, ecologically sensitive areas, ridge lines and wet areas should remain 
vacant. A topographic map shall be prepared and existing landscape features and 
proposed landscaping shown. If steep slopes are considered for development, 
engineering detail must be submitted for review. 

e. The plan for PUD shall provide continuity of open space throughout the 
tract. Trails and bicycle paths are desired. 

f. Streets within the PUD should be related to projected overall town plans 
for vehicular circulation improvement. 

g. The Board shall consider for approval both the submitted proposal and 
the “‘As Builts’’. If changes are considered during the process between the two 
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approvals, the Board must be informed. The Board shall determine if a new ap- 
plication is necessary. 
H. Streets: 

All streets must be designed to accomodate the expected traffic loading and 
be harmonious with the contours of the site. Street design must be approved by 
the Board and may include a requirement for sidewalks. 
|. Timing of Development Action: 

In submitting a plan for the development of a PUD, if phasing is pertinent, 
the developer shall submit on a plan the phasing of the development. This plan 
shall provide for the construction of various types of housing units in accordance 
with the overall housing mix to be developed so that no one type is developed 
in its entirety prior to the project’s completion. A variance of twenty (20) percent 
shall be allowed in the phasing. When fifty (50) percent of the units have been 
completed, all allowable non-residential space may be completed by the developer. 
Prior to the completion of fifty (50) percent of the units, all recreational facilities 
incorporated in the plan must be completed. 

J. Performance Bond: 

Irrevocable letter of credit, cash deposits or such other type of security ar- 
rangement as the Planning Board determines may be required for all roads, streets, 
utilities, landscaping and recreational facilities. — 

K. Cost: 

All expenses related to processing the application, the necessary engineer- 
ing and environmental studies and the Board’s consultant’s review time and review 
time and expense shall be the responsibility of the applicant. 

L. Open Space Ownership: 

All land placed in open space shall be owned in common by a property owners 
association, or by land trust, or by the Town of Wolfeboro. (Submitted by the Plan- 
ning Board) 

INTENT: To establish a ‘Planned Unit Development” option to serve as an 
alternative to conventional subdivision layout. Planned Unit Development provides 
a design mechanism for placing a mixture of housing types in a development which 
will preserve open space and promote a more aesthetic and efficient use of the land. 

AMENDMENT 14: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Zon- 
ing Ordinance by adding a new Article XVIII entitled “Aquifer Protection Ordinance”’ 
to read as follows: 


Article XVIII Aquifer Protection Ordinance 


Section |. Purpose and Intent 

The Town of Wolfeboro adopts this Ordinance for the promotion of the health, 
safety, and general welfare of its residents by protecting the ground water resources 
of the Town from adverse development or land use practices (such as but not 
limited to the disposal or storage of solid wastes, sludge, subsurface waste disposal, 
road salting materials, gas or other petroleum products) that might reduce the 
quality of water that is now—and in the future will be—available for use by 
municipalities, individuals, and industries. 
Section || District Boundaries 

The Aquifer Protection District is defined as those areas delineated as potential 
groundwater areas by the U.S.G.S. and shown on the map entitled ‘‘Availability 
of Ground Water in the Pemigewasset and Winnepesaukee River Basins, Central 
New Hampshire’ by John E. Cotton. 


Where the bounds, as delineated, are in doubt or in dispute, the burden of 
proof shall be upon the owner (s) of the land in question to show where they should 
properly be located. At the request of the owner (s), the Town may engage a pro- 
fessional geologist or soil scientist to determine more accurately the location and 
extent of an aquifer or recharge area, and may charge the owner (s) for all or part 
of the cost of the Investigation. The delineation can be modified by the Board of 
Adjustment upon receipt of findings of the detailed on-site survey techniques. 
Section Ill. 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following regulations shall apply: 

1. The following uses are prohibited: 

a. disposal of solid wastes, other than brush and stumps; 

b. storage of petroleum or gasoline, and the transmission of petroleum or 
gasoline through pipelines; 

c. the disposal of liquid or leachable wastes; 

d. impervious surface coverage of more than 10% of any lot 

2. The following uses are permitted by Conditional—Use Permit: that is, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Planning Board, with such conditions as they may at- 
tach to their approval. The Planning Board or the Code Enforcement Officer shall 
issue the Conditional—Use Permit. 

a. septic tank or sewage disposal field installation for a single-family residen- 
tial dwelling with a minimum of 2 acres; 

b. enlargement or alteration of an existing septic tank or sewage disposal 
field provided it will not be utilized for an increased use; 

c. manure pile; 

d. animal feed lot; 

e. the flooding or mining of land and storage of road salt 

3. A non-conforming use may be continued and/or expanded by not more 
than a 25% increase in the structure, floor space, bulk, or size, or land area and 
may be replaced or repaired, with the approval of the Planning Board, if the Board 
believes that the continuing use will not be more detrimental to the protected areas. 
A non-conforming use which has been discontinued for 12 months may not be 
resumed. 

Section IV. Administration 

Use Permits: No use as listed in Section III, 2 and 3, shall be conducted within 
an Aquifer Protection District until the use has been approved by the Planning 
Board and a Conditional—Use Permit has been issued by the Planning Board 
or the Code Enforcement Officer. 

The application for a Conditional—Use Permit shall be submitted to the Plan- 
ning Board and be accompanied by a site plan drawn to and indicated scale and 
showing the location and dimensions of all significant structures and uses pre- 
sent and proposed. A reasonable fee established by the Planning Board may be 
required to accompany the application to cover processing costs. In the event that 
the Planning Board determines to hold a public hearing on an application, it shall 
hold such hearing within 30 days of receipt by it of a completed application, and 
shall cause notice of the date, time and place of such hearing to be given to the 
person making the application and to be published in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation in the municipality at least two times, the date of the first publication to 
be at least seven days prior to the hearing. 

The Planning Board shall, within 30 days of a public hearing or within 60 days 
of receiving a completed application, if no hearing is held, or within such other 
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time limit as may be otherwise mutually agreed to issue an order denying or gran- 
ting approval of the application. Both the approval and the denial of an applica- 
tion or a Conditional—Use Permit by the Planning Board shall be in writing and 
shall state the reason for that decision. A copy shall be given to the applicant. 

In considering an application for a Conditional—Use Permit, the Planning 
Board shall evaluate the immediate and long-range impact of the proposed use 
on the ground waters and the possible effects of the proposed use upon the 
maintenance of safe and healthful conditions. In making such evaluation, the Board 
shall consider such factors as: . 

1. The amount and type of wastes to be generated by the proposed use and 
the adequacy of the proposed disposal system. 

2. The Capability of the land and water to sustain such use without degradation. 

3. Topography and drainage of the site and susceptibility to flooding. 

4. The need of a particular location for the proposed use. 

5. The compatibility of the proposed use with adjacent land uses. 

The Planning Board, in approving an application for a conditional use, may 
impose such reasonable restrictions concerning the setback of the structure from 
an Aquifer Protection District, and like matters, as sit deems advisable in order 
to protect the purity of the groundwater. 

Section V. Enforcement 

It shall be the duty of the Planning Board or the Code Enforcement Officer 
to enforce the provisions of this Ordinance and to see that its requirements and 
restrictions are duly complied with. 

Section VI. Violations 

It shall be the duty of the Planning Board or the Code Enforcement Officer 
to warn any person, firm, or corporation of violations of this Ordinance by them 
and to inform them of their right to seek a variance or other relief. A Conditional- 
Use Permit may be withdrawn by the Town if the use is not conducted in accor- 
dance with the regulations of this Ordinance or the conditions of the permit. 

The Municipal Officials of the town or City shall institute or cause to be in- 
stituted, in the name of the Town, any and all actions, legal and equitable, that 
shall be appropriate or necessary for the enforcement of the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

Any person, firm or corporation, being the owner or occupant of or having 
control or the use of, or being engaged in the construction or moving of, any struc- 
ture or land or part thereof, found to violate any provision of this Ordinance, shall 
be guilty of a civil violation and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $25.00, and not more than $100.00. Each day such violation 
is permitted to exist after notification thereof by the Planning Board or the Code 
Enforcement Officer shall constitute a separate offense. Such persons shall be 
liable for any court costs and incurred reasonable attorney fees. 

Section VII. Validity and Conflict With Other Ordinances 

A. Validity: Should any section or provision of this Ordinance be declared 
by the courts to be invalid, such decision shall not invalidate any other section 
or provision of this Ordinance. 

B. Conflict with Other Ordinances: This Ordinance shal! not repeal, annul, 
or in any way impair or remove the necessity of compliance with any other or- 
dinance, law regulation or by-law. Where this Ordinance imposes a higher stan- 
dard for the promotion and protection of health, safety and welfare the provisions 
of this Ordinance shall prevail. 
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Section VIil. Amendments 

This Ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of the Town Meeting. 
Section IV. Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall become effective upon the date of adoption by the’ Town. 
Section X. Definitions 
Animal Feedlot: A plot of land on which 25 livestock or more per acre are kept 
for the purpose of feeding. 

Aquifer: Geologic formation composed of rock or sand and gravel that contains 
significant amounts of potentially producible potable water. 

Ground Water: All the water found beneath the surface of the ground. In this Or- 
dinance the term refers to the slowly moving subsurface water present in aquifer 
recharge areas. 

Leachable Wastes: Waste maierials, including solid wastes, sludge and 
agricultural wastes that are capable of releasing contaminants to the surrounding 
environment. 

Mining of Land: The removal of geologic materials such as topsoil, sand and 
gravel, metallic ores, or bedrock to be crushed or used as building stone. 
Non-Conforming Use: Any building or land lawfully occupied by a use at the time 
of passage of the Ordinance or amendment thereto which does not conform after 
the passage of this Ordinance or amendment thereto with the regulations of the 
district in which it is situated. 

Sludge: Residual materials produced by water and sewage treatment processes 
and domestic septic tanks. 

Structure: Anything constructed or erected, except a boundary wall or fence, the 
use of which requires location on the ground or attachment to something on the 
ground. For the purposes of this Ordinance, buildings are structures. 

Solid Wastes: Useless, unwanted, or discarded solid material with insufficient 
liquid content to be free flowing. This includes but is not limited to rubbish, gar- 
bage, scrap materials, junk, refuse, inert fill material and landscape refuse. 
(Submitted by the Planning Board) 

INTENT: To adopt an ‘‘Aquifer Protection Ordinance’”’ To protect the ground- 
water resources of the Town from adverse development or land use practices that 
might reduce the quality and quantity of water for current and future use. 

AMENDMENT 15: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Zon- 
ing Ordinance by adding a new Article XIX entitled ‘“Wolfeboro Airport Zone”’ to 
read as follows: 


Article XIX Wolfeboro Airport Zone 


1. Purpose. To prevent the creation or establishment of airport hazards in 
the area of the Lakes Region Air Park (Wolfeboro Airport), thereby protecting the 
lives and property of users of the airport and occupants of land in its vicinity and 
preventing destruction or impairment of the utility of the airport. 

2. Definitions. 

(1) ‘‘Airport’’ means any area of land or water, whether constructed or not, 
which has been approved by the director as a site for the landing and taking off 
of aircraft or utilized by the public as a point of arrival or departure by air. 

(2) ‘Approach Zone’”’ means an area having the dimensions of 250 feet 
in width at the end of the landing strip and 1,250 feet in width at a distance of 
5,000 feet. The center line of this area shall coincide with the centerline of the 
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landing strip extended. 

(3) ‘‘Airport hazard’”’ means any structure, tree, smoke, steam, dust, or other 
substance which obstructs the aerial approaches of a publicly used airport or im- 
pairs the reasonable visibility in the vicinity thereof, electrical impulses and distur- 
bances which interfere with radio aids or communications and lights which might 
result in glare in the vision of pilots of aircraft or be confused with airport lights. 

(4) ‘‘Non-conforming use’’ means any structure, tree, or use of land which 
does not conform to the regulation prescribed in this ordinance or an amendment 
thereto, as of the effective date of such regulations. 

(5) ‘‘Person’’ means any individual, firm, co-partnership, corporation, com- 
pany, association, joint stock association or body politic, and includes any trustee, 
receiver, assignee, or other similar representative thereof. 

(6) ‘“‘Structure’’ means any object constructed or installed by man, including 
such objects although regulated or licensed by other provisions of law. 

(7) ‘‘Tree’’ means any object of natural growth. 

3. Zones. In order to carry out the purposes of this amendment, all of the 
land within the boundaries of the approach zones and all of the land within a 
distance 9,000 feet from the airport reference point shown on the Approach Plan 
described in Section II of this amendment is hereby declared subject to the restric- 
tions of this amendment. 

4. Height Limits. No structure or tree shall be erected, altered or allowed 
to grow within the areas described in Section 3, except that the Board of Adjust- 
ment shall have the power to grant a variance of this regulation where literal ap- 
plication or enforcement of the same would result in practical difficulty or un- 
necessary hardship, and the relief granted would not be contrary to the public 
interest but do substantial justice and be in accordance with the spirit of this 
regulation. 

5. Use Restrictions. Notwithstanding any other provisions of the zoning or- 
dinance, no use may be made of the land described in Section 3 hereof in such 
manner as to create electrical interference with radio aids or communications bet- 
ween the airport and aircraft, make if difficult for flyers to distinguish between air- 
port lights and others, results in glare in the eyes to flyers using the airport, im- 
pair visibility in the vicinity of the airport by the creation and discharge of smoke, 
steam, dust or other obstructions to visibility or otherwise endanger the landing, 
taking off, or maneuvering of aircraft. 

6. Non-conforming Uses. The regulations prescribed in Sections 4 and 5 
of this amendment shall not be construed to require the removal, lowering, or other 
change or alteration of any structure or tree not conforming to the regulations as 
of the effective date hereof, or otherwise interfere with the continuance of any 
non-conforming use. Nothing herein contained shall require any change in the 
construction, alteration, or intended use of any structure and the construction or 
alteration, of which was begun prior to the effective date of this amendment, and 
is diligently prosecuted and completed within two years thereof. 

7. Variances. Any person desiring to erect any structure or increase the height 
of any structure, or permit the growth of any tree, or use his property, not in ac- 
cordance with the regulations prescribed in this amendment, may apply for a 
variance therefrom. Such variance shall be allowed where the literal application 
of enforcement of the regulations would result in practical difficulty or unnecessary 
hardship and the relief granted would not be in accordance with the spirit of this 
amendment. 
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8. Permits 

(1) Future Uses. No material change in violation of Sections 4 and 5 hereof 
shall be made in the use of land, and no structure or tree shall be erected, altered, 
planted, or otherwise established in violation of Sections 4 and 5 hereof in any 
areas of land described in Section 3 hereof, unless a permit therefore shall have 
been applied for and granted. Each such application shall indicate the purpose 
for which the permit is desired, with sufficient particularity to permit it to be deter- 
mined whether the resulting use, structure, or tree would conform to the regula- 
tions herein prescribed. If such determination is in the affirmative, the permit ap- 
plied for shall be granted. 

(2) Existing Uses. Before any existing use, structure or tree may be replac- 
ed, substantially altered or repaired, rebuilt, allowed to grow higher, or replanted, 
within any of the areas of land described in Section 3 hereof, a permit must be 
secured authorizing such replacemnt, change or repair if it is in violation of Sec- 
tions 4 and 5 hereof. No such permit shall be granted that would allow the 
establishemnt or creation of an airport hazard or permit a non-conforming use, 
structure or tree to be made or become higher, or become a greater hazard to 
air navigation, than it was on the effective date of this ordinance or than it is when 
the application for a permit is made. Except as indicated, all applications for a 
permit for replacement, change or repair of existing use, structure or tree shall 
be granted. 

9. Hazard Marking and Lighting. Any permit of variance granted under Sec- 
tion 6 or 7 may, if such action is deemed advisable to effectuate the purposes 
of this amendment and reasonable in the circumstances, be so conditioned as 
to require the owner of the structure or tree in question to permit the Airport as 
its own expense, to install, operate and maintain thereon such markers and lights 
as may be necessary to indicate to flyers the presence of an airport hazard. The 
Airport and the owners or operators of the Airport are the same. 

10. Severability. If any of the provision of this amendment or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, such invalidity shall not 
affect other provisions or applications, and to this end the provisions of the amend- 
ment are declared to be severable. 

11. Approach Plan. The Approach Plan approved by the Division of 
Aeronautics for the Lakes Region Air Park is as follows: 

(1) This Approach Plan, prepared under the authority of RSA 424:4, is bas- 
ed upon the ultimate development of a General Aviation Airport with runway and 
primary surfaces as follows: 


Current Ultimate 
a. Asphalt Runway: 2,030’ x 50’ 2,500’ x 50’ 
b. Primary Surface: 2,280’ x 150’ est. 2,900’ x 250’ 
c. Field Elevation: 580’ 580’ 


d. Runway Description: (current) As asphalt aircraft landing 
area 2,030’ long x 50’ wide whose centerline in on a 
Northwest-Southeast orientation, magnetically identified as 
Runway 12-30. The Southeasterly end (R/W 30) begins ap- 
proximately 50’ from the edge of a paved road, which runs 
approximately north-south at this point, said runway exten- 
ding from the point on the centerline, Northwesterly, ap- 
proximately 2,030’. 
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(2) Federal Aviation Regulation’s (FAR’s), Part 77, effective May 1, 1965, 
as revised, established the standards used to determine the limit of vertical obstruc- 
tions in the vicinity of the airport. 

(3) Surfaces defined: 

A. Primary Surface: A horizontal surface longitudinally centered on the 
runway, the elevation of which is the same as the elevation of the nearest point 
on the runway centerline (est. 580 ft. MSL). The length of this surface is 2,900 
ft. long (ultimate) and 250 ft. wide (ultimate). The primary surface extends 200 
ft. beyond the paved surface of each end of the runway. 


B. Horizontal Surface: A horizontal plane 150 ft. above the established 
airport elevation and is estimated to be 730 ft. (MSL), the perimeter of which is 
constructed by swinging arcs of 5,000 ft. radii from the center of each end of the 
primary surface and connecting the adjacent arcs by lines tangent to those arcs. 

C. Conical Surface: A surface extending outward and upward from the 
periphery of the horizontal surface at a slope of 20 to 1 (1 ft. vertically for each 
20 ft. horizontally) for a horizontal distance of 4,000 ft. 

D. Approach Surfaces: A surface longitudinally centered on the extended 
runway centerline and extending outward and upward from each end of the primary 
surface (R/W 12 and R/W 30). The inner edges of these surfaces are the same 
width as the primary surface, 250 ft., and expand uniformly along the runway 
centerline to a width of 1,250 ft. at a horizontal distance of 5,000 ft. The slope 
of these surfaces are inclined at a ratio of 20 to 1 from the primary surface. 

E. Transitional Surfaces: These surfaces extend outward and upward 
at right angles to the runway centerline and runway centerline extended at a slope 
of 7 to 1 from the edges of the primary surface and the sides of the approach 
surfaces. 

(4) The height obstructions shall be limited to that height or elevation that 
will not protrude into or be above the elevation of any portion of those surfaces 
described in Section (3). 

(5) The airport reference point (current) is located on the centerline of the 
runway 1,015 ft. from each end of the runway and has an estimated elevation of 
570 ft. above mean sea level (MSL). (U.S.G.S. Datum). The ultimate airport 
reference point will be located on the runway centerline equidistant from each 
end of the paved runway surface.

First the good news, the town portion of your 1987 tax bill dropped from $6.24 
to $5.37 unfortunately most of this was offset by a 34 cent increase in the coun- 
ty’s. The drop in the municipal portion of the tax rate was due mostly to the in- 
crease in the valuation of the town because of the growth we have experienced 
over the last few years. The bad news is that this growth does not come without 
a price tag. All areas of town government are affected and each department must 
expand to meet the needs of a growing Wolfeboro. Police, Fire, Water & Sewer, 
Highway and Electric Departments all have had a call for more services. Solid 
waste disposal is another area where we have major problems to face. Add to 
this the proposed purchase of the railroad property, the Wentworth Winds beach 
and expansion at the ski area and it is easy to see that good financial planning 
is very important to the town. We have begun to address some of these problems, 
such as, the expansion of the sewer system and the proposed repairs to the water 
system. These projects are to be financed by revenue from the departments. 
However, there is much more to do if the town is to keep up with the rate of growth. 

Add to the needs of the town the ever increasing tax rate of the school system 
and it is hard to see how it can not have a serious impact on your tax bill in future 
years. | believe that the time has come for you the taxpayer to take a long hard 
look at the big picture and set priorities as to where your tax dollar will go. This 
is not to say that we oppose quality education but we must keep in mind the many 
other needs of the community as well. 

| would like to thank the members of the committee for the many hours of 
work that they have put into the budget process. Also, | would like to thank the 
Town Manager, Selectmen and all Department Heads for their cooperation.

8. Implementing systems maps for water and electric. 

Improving General Town Government 

1. Updating job descriptions, evaluation and wages. 

2. Contracting for independent audit of the Town. 

3. Expanded office space. 

Acquisition and Conservation of Land and Water. 

1. Conservation Committee Watershed program. 

2. Monies to oversee water quality control of Lake Wentworth. 

3. Establishment of the Railroad Study Committee. 

4. Establishment of Wolfeboro Airport Committee. 

5. Establishment of Wolfeboro Task Force Trust for New Hampshire Lands. 

6. Article placed on the Warrant to acquire for public use lake front property.

Wolfeboro Water Study Committee 
1987 Report 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, The Wolfeboro Water Study Com- 
mittee has reviewed the Water System Master Plan prepared for the Town by Hoyle, 
Tanner & Associates, Inc. 

William R. Hall, Jr., of Hoyle, Tanner has met with the Study Committee to 
provide engineering advice. 

The Committee has reviewed the 1986 Town Report as to the Schedule of 
Debt and Financial Statements of the Water Department. 

After due consideration of all the facts, at it’s meeting on December 10th, 
the Water Study Committee unanimously voted as follows: 


VOTED: To recommend to the Board of Selectmen, and they in turn bring 
to the 1988 Town Meeting, as a Warrant Article, the priority programs for the 
improvement of the Town water system as set forth in the Hoyle Tanner report, 
dated November 4, 1987, to include: 


1. North Main Street Improvements 
4 Pressure Regulation Stations $ 180,000 


2. New Transmission Mains 
Upper Beech Pond to Chlorinator 
7,700 LF Dual 12’’ Watermain @ $65/ft. $ 626,000 


3. South Wolfeboro Middleton Road 
4,000 LF 10’’ Watermain @ $75/ft. and 


Booster Station $ 490,000 
4a. Interim Corrosion Control System $ 85,000 
Estimated Total-including Engineering & $1,381,000 


Contingencies 


It has been brought to the attention of the Committee that a number of peo- 
ple, who are interested in development within the Town, desire to underwrite the 
cost of certain improvements to the water system. 


At the December 10th meeting, it was unanimously VOTED to recommend 
to the Board of Selectmen that the Board seriously entertain offers from various 
people who desire to pay the cost to improve the water system. 


Further discussion by the Study Committee, at a later meeting on January 
14th, 1988, regarding the possible assistance of private funding empasized that 
all such work should be done in accordance with the Town Master Plan and the 
Water System Master Plan. 7 

The Water Study Committee will continue to lend assistance to the Board of 
Selectmen as we approach the 1988 Town Meeting. Plans are being formulated 
to hold an informational meeting for the public, as well as presentations to as many 
organizations as possible, so that the voters may be well informed.

PRIMARY - SECONDARY FACILITY 

The main treatment plant is operating satisfactorily as in the past, but is still 
in need of the addition of a new clarifier. 

During 1987, a total of 110,659,000 gals. was processed through the facility. 
This amounts to 8,388,000 gals./month or 303,200 gals./day, an increase of ap- 
proximately 10.2% over last year - 1986. 

In addition to the above, the ‘‘Honey Wagons’”’ (Septage Haulers) dropped 
about 171,000 gals. of concentrated septage into the pre-treatment portion of the 
Treatment Facility. 


TERTIARY TREATMENT FACILITY 
1987 was the 10th year without any discharge to Back Bay and Lake Win- 
nepesaukee. The three 60 HP pumps operated 1697.5 hours duirng the period 
of April 21 to November 20th. Again this year there was much damage to the ir- 
rigation pipes due to the extreme heavy snow of last winter.

But yet there is a slight decrease in 
activity for the Police Department. This is the first time in many years that we have 
been able to make such a statement. However, lest we be deluded into viewing 
this fortunate happenstance as a harbinger of some overall trend, each time there 
has been a decrease in the past, it is usually followed by a sharp and significant 
increase. When you receive the statistics set forth later in this report, you will see 
that ten year comparisons have been made which more clearly indicate the grow- 
ing workload being experienced by all town departments. As the Town grows, as 
it seems it most surely will, town services will be severely strained to maintain 
present levels of service and to provide additional services as they become 
necessary. 

On the positive side, non-enforcement services are alive and well. Clerk Kim 
Kinmond has again done an outstanding job of managing the Christmas program, 
with able assistance from Off. Jan Bergeron. The “‘Good Morning”’ program has 
experienced a revival, with several new friends calling each day. Sgt. Walsh and 
Sgt. Donovan presented programs in both the grammer school and at Kingswood. 
Other officers participated in these projects, and in the annual ‘‘Law Day’”’ at 
Carpenter School. 

A change occurred mid-way through the year with the resignation of Comm. 
Ray Dumont. Ray served the Town for nearly ten years as a Police Commissioner 
and, but for pressing personal business, would probably continue to do so. The 
department extends its sincere thanks and appreciation to Comm. Dumont and 
wishes him all the best. Replacing Comm. Dumont is Comm. David Sanborn. 

It isn’t often we stop to express our appreciation to Town Boards for the work 
they do. | would like to close my report by extending my thanks to all of those 
Town boards and committees who give so unselfishly, and especially to the Board 
of Selectmen and the Police Commissioners for the help and guidance they pro- 
vide to this department.

Parks and Recreation Department 
1987 Report 


Noticeable increases in participation levels for all of the activities sponsored 
_by the Wolfeboro Parks and Recreation Department continued during 1987. We 
are starting to see many new faces in our programs, which is good evidence of 
the growing population of the Wolfeboro area. 

Great winter weather, with lots of snow and no rain, resulted in large crowds 
utilizing the facilities at the Abenaki Ski Area last season. More than 2500 people 
per week now pass through the Abenaki gates to use the downhill skiing slopes, 
cross country ski trails, and skating rinks which are available at the Area. 

The rope tow began operation on December 21st, and ran a continuous 
schedule through March 8th when a blown radiator on the lift engine brought a 
halt to operations, that could have gone on for two more weeks. The skating rinks 
opened on December 14th, and lasted until February 28th when the increasing 
late winter sunshine became too much for them. Hopefully, the new rink building, 
and chairlift project, projected for 1988 completion will ease the breakdown pro- 
blems faced by the Abenaki staff, and increase the usage potential by area 
residents. A total of 76’’ of snow was measured at the Abeanki Ski Area through 
March 8th. 

Warm weather programs also saw a marked increase in enrollment, resulting 
in some events pressing our facilities and staff to the limit. The recreation depart- 
ment has instituted a no late sign up policy for all of its registered programs, and 
some events in the future will have enrollment limits, due to the limitation on the 
size of some of our facilities. 

In an attempt to meet the increasing demands of our citizens, the Recreation 
department staff has grown during 1987 with the addition of Susan Glenn, a 
graduate of the University of Maine, as our new assistant director for recreation. 
A number of older activities in our recreation program have come under reorganiza- 
tion, and Susan has instituted a number of new programs including girls youth 
softball, adult softball, and adult volleyball. Other activities are also on the draw- 
ing boards. 

Some of our activities showing increased interest include the youth soccer 
camp, run at the first part of August; the Seniors Olympic Games, run in the mid- 
die of August; and the youth track meet run during June and leading up to the 
annual Hershey Track Meet held in Concord in July. Hopefully area residents will 
make themselves aware of the many and varied activities offered by our 
department. 

In an effort to meet continually changing State regulations, our beach and 
lifeguard staff was expanded last summer, and lifeguard coverage was increased 
at both beaches until dusk each night, weather permitting. Other changes will be 
on tap for the 1988 summer. The swim lesson program continues to grow at an 
annual 20% rate, with 170 children registering for lessons last summer. 

Our fall soccer league continues to be a strong program thanks to the tireless 
efforts of the many volunteer coaches and officials who make it possible. In 1987 
our fall all star soccer team won the annual Carroll County Tournament. Many 
thanks to our volunteers and sponsors.

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Report of the Wolfeboro 
Railroad Study Committee 


Following the purchase of the former Wolfeboro Railroad by the State of New 
Hampshire in August 1986, the Wolfeboro Selectmen appointed the Wolfeboro 
Railroad Study Committee, its task being to prepare a conceptual plan for the best 
uses of the railroad lands for the benefit of the greater Wolfeboro community. The 
committee worked with representatives from the towns of Wakefield and Brookfield, 
held public meetings and briefings, presented preliminary recommendations to 
State officials in Concord in February 1987, and, at the suggestion of the State 
Department of Transportation, presented final finding to the Town Meeting on 
March 10. At that meeting, the committee’s concept and recommendations were 
adopted by a vote of 227 to 1. The committee’s report was then finalized and sub- 
mitted to the State in April, 1987. 

The report supplemented many of the recommendations of two previous 
Wolfeboro Master Plans in regard to recreational planning, shorefront preserva- 
tion, and commercial development in the town, particularly in the Back Bay area. 
The report contained essentially two recommendations. 

1. that the railroad right-of-way be retained by the State and designated as 
a “‘linear park’’ for public use, and 

2. that a parcel of land near the Wolfeboro Station also be retained as open 
space for use as a public park and recreation area. . 

From the beginning, the committee felt that retention of the parcel of land 
in the Back Bay area was crucial to its goal of an integrated recreational area; 
not only would it serve as the terminus of the linear park along the rail line but 
also would serve as an open space for a town park and as a much-needed addi- 
tional public access to the water. 

Although the Office of State Planning fully endorsed our concept, the State 
in its final decision adopted the Department of Transportation’s recommendation 
which concurred that the right-of-way be used as a linear park but stipulated that 
part of the railroad land in the Back Bay area be assigned to a commercial 
developer for use as a parking area in support of his adjacent commercial building. 
The decision was apparently made on the grounds of a sense of obligation based 
upon a previously executed purchase and sale agreement between a commer- 
cial interest and the former owners of the railroad. This concern on the part of 
State officials had been mentioned during the first meeting with them in Concord; 
however, after researching the background of that previous agreement and the 
applicable state regulations, the committee concluded in its report that the pur- 
chase of the rail lands by the state had rendered all previous agreements null 
and void. 

The railroad committee feels that it is essential to retain the last available open 
space land in the Back Bay as a public park and recreational facility. Not only 
will the town acquire considerable shore frontage (about 1400 feet along Back 
Bay plus some 2500 feet along Crescent Lake and Lake Wentworth) but will also 
then have direct control over land preservation, lake access and commercial 
development along the entire length of the railroad within Wolfeboro. It is the com- 
mittee’s opinion that too many times in the past the town has ‘‘missed the boat’’ 
in attempts to add to our open space and waterfront acreage, and that this new 
opportunity should not be lost.

Therefore, the committee concluded that the State’s decision on the land in 
the Back Bay area was not in the best interest of the town, and when it became 
evident, furthermore, at subsequent meetings with State officials that no guarantees 
would be made by the State as to future disposition of railroad lands, the commit- 
tee unanimously recommended to the Selectmen that the town exercise its right- 
of-first refusal under RSA 4:40 and purchase all land, buildings, bridges and 
trackage of the former Wolfeboro Railroad lying within the town of Wolfeboro (ap- 
proximately 6.8 miles) and that this matter be put before the voters at the town 
meeting in March, 1988. The Selectmen concurred and so notifed the State on 
17 September 1987. 

A response was received from the State; however, in the committee’s judg- 
ment, the sale price quoted by the State failed to consider that the State would 
retain the right-of-way in perpetuity. A counter-offer will be made containing a lesser 
proposal based on a new appraisal of current market value. It is anticipated that 
a final purchase price can be negotiated by the time of the Town Meeting. Efforts 
will be made to reduce the cost to the town through the allocation of grants from 
foundations, trusts and conservation groups.

Adult programs at the Library included two reading and discussion series. 
The first, entitled ““Working’’ was held during the winter months, and the second, 
cosponsored with the Gilman Library in Alton during the fall months, was entitled 
‘Poisoned Pens: Mystery Fiction.’’ Three programs covered the Bicentennial of 
the U.S. Constitution. An exhibit entitled ‘After the Revolution’ added to our ap- 
preciation of this period as it occurred in New Hampshire. A two-part series dur- 
ing the summer covered White Mountain landscapes and an exhibit of paintings 
on this subject was on display for six weeks. These programs were funded by 
the New Hampshire Humanities Council. Another popular program on loons took 
place in late August. 

The Lakes Region Reading Game was the title of our popular children’s sum- 
mer reading game in which 109 children participated. Sixty of these children 
qualified for the prize by reading at least 10 books. The prize was a trip on the 
MV Mount Washington, the cost of which was underwritten by BankEast and the 
Friends of the Library. 

Story time for pre-schoolers is held every Tuesday morning throughout the 
year at 10:15 except during the month of September. Children participate by listen- 
ing to and helping to tell stories, making crafts, singing songs, viewing movies 
and filmstrips, doing exercises, and playing finger games. Many are coming regular- 
ly to the library for the first time. Volunteers who assisted the library director in 
reading to these children include Dorothy Fabian, Marian Formichella, Helen 
Gilbert, and Jane Talpey and Becky Swaffield who accompanied on the piano. 

Film program for both adults and children were held throughout the year. At- 
tendance for all programs involving films or filmstrips came to 1000. Films are 
borrowed free of charge from the New Hampshire State Library. Filmstrips are 
kept at the Library on a rotating basis through membership in RALI, Rochester 
Area Libraries cooperative. 

In February Pat Spalding of Ha’ Penny Story Theatre performed to a capaci- 
ty audience of youngsters. She told stories and poetry animated with puppets, 
costumes, dance, music and lots of audience participation. This performance was 
made possible by a grant provided by the New Hampshire Charitable Fund. 

In February a grant for $500 from the National Endowment for the Humanities 
was matched by $500 from the Wolfeboro Rotary Club to purchase $1000 worth 
of books relating to the Bicentennial of the U.S. Constitution. This was accomplish- 
ed by July. The Library now owns a strong collection of works, both reference 
and circulating, pertaining to the U.S. Constitution. 

Friends of the Library contribute both financially and actively to the enrich- 
ment of the Library. Bi-monthly meetings are held beginning in January. The fourth 
annual Book and Author Luncheon in May featured authors Margret Rey, Taffy 
Jones, Richard Frede, and Robert Hohler. The eighth annual Book Sale in June 
was another successful money-raising event as the result of President Marion 
Gould’s slogan ‘Think Library First.’’ A-direct result of these two events was the

purchase of a complete set of the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 
the law of our state. The Friends also contributed heavily to the cost of riding on 
the MV Mount Washington as a prize for children participating in the Lakes Region 
Summer Reading Game. In addition the Friends have continued to purchase the 
Enchantment of the World series on countries of the world for our young readers. 
The Friends also handcrafted needlework bookmarks which were sold during the 
holidays. Finally in 1987, the Friends contributed $200 toward the purchase of 
audiocassettes. Special thanks go to the Board of the Friends including Presi- 
dent Marion Gould and Book and Author Luncheon Chairman Dorothy Fabian who 
have put in long hours planning and carrying out successful projects which have 
all benefitted the library. . 

A small core of volunteers add to the success of library functions. Mrs. Nathalie 
Erickson reads selected items from the GRANITE STATE NEWS onto a tape each 
week which is duplicated by John Magee or his daughter Donna. These tapes 
are then sent to physically impaired people or to those who are unable to come 
to the library. John Schafer has spent hours inputing data into our computer to 
compile a magazine holdings list. John Rechel helps organize the Campbell Soup 
Company labels. Both Kay Hallock and Connie Burbank spent hours improving 
the outside appearance of the library by pulling weeds. Members of the Governor 
Wentworth Arts Council planned and set up monthly displays in the Library. Friends 
of the Library donated books, time and money to the support of the Library. To 
all these persons who contributed to continuing to make the Library a vital place 
in our community goes a hearty thank you. 

The Library offers shut-in service to people without transportation, those han- 
dicapped who would otherwise have difficulty in reaching the Library, and those 
incapacitated by illness or accident. Please contact the library director for more 
information about this service. 

Two surveys were conducted in July and October to determine annual figures 
for attendance, materials used in the Library but not checked out (such as 
magazines, newspapers, reference materials, and library materials used in-house), 
and reference questions answered. As a result of this survey it was determined 
that approximately 37,500 persons came into the library in 1987; 24,350 library 
materials were used in-house and not checked out; and 3,720 reference ques- 
tions were answered. The Library is indeed a busy place. In addition the Library’s 
meeting room was used 124 times in 1987 for library, town and community 
functions. 

The Wolfeboro Public Library has had its busiest year since moving into the 
new building in 1979. In addition to the full-time library director, four part-time library 
assistants—Mrs. Mary Davis, Mrs. Carol Cady, Mrs. Barbara Mullen, and Mrs. 
Betty Pearson—continue to bring excellent service to the cultural hub of our com- 
munity. We look forward to another progressive year.

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Report of 
The Libby Museum 


This summer a major effort was made to brighten up and refurbish the 
- Museum. A number of bird specimens were restored, floors were oiled and many 
of the glass cases cleaned. The railing on the front steps and the grill doors were 
scraped and painted. | 

The: flower borders provided by Parks and Recreation and the display of 
geraniums on the portico, provided and maintained by the Garden Club, welcom- 
ed visitors. In good weather, specimens from the collection, placed at either side 
of the front steps, immediately identified the nature of the Museum and stimulated 
interest in its contents. 

The birds suspending from the ceiling were all examined for repair and clean- 
ing. Many were turned over to the taxidermist and replaced after restoration. Small 
animal specimens were re-arranged to eliminate clutter and improve viewing. The 
map and photographic display was edited and rehung. A case was donated to 
house the guns, all of which have been cleaned. A special exhibit, ‘‘Birds of Prey,”’ 
was assembled from various parts of the main room. 

By October 12, some 3700 visitors from 18 countries and 41 states had been 
recorded. The Museum was open six days a week from June 1 to Labor Day, and 
then week-ends through October 12. 

An Advisory Committee, formed early in the summer, produced a prize-winning 
float for the Fourth of July parade and a very successful Diamond Jubilee Recep- 
tion to celebrate the Museum’s 75th birthday. Four generations of the Libby fami- 
ly were present. The family has given leadership to the organization of the Friends 
of the Libby Museum and two meetings were held this winter. Committees have 
been formed, and have met, to help with programs, membership and to act in 
an advisory capacity in conjunction with the Trustees. 

Thanks are due the Selectmen, the Town Manager, Town Clerk, the Director 
of Public Works, the Director of Parks and Recreation for their contributions of 
advice, time and support services. With their continuing help, the Museum will 
be able to maintain its role as a factor in the quality of life the Town offers both 
residents and our visitors.

During 1987 the Wolfeboro Historic District Commission held five regular 
meetings, two special meetings, and one meeting was cancelled for lack of 
business. 

The Commission approved three applications for major additions, three ap- 
plications for a minor change in appearance, one sign relocation with opening 
in a stone wall, and one application for a new residence. 

Considerable discussion was held regarding a proposed relocation of the utility 
line serving the properties along Cooper Road. The present location is along an 
inconspicuous right of way and relocation.to scenic Cooper Road is considered 
inappropriate. Since no application for this work has been made, no further ac- 
tion has been taken. 

The Commission revised and expanded the criteria to be used in considera- 
tion of an application for ‘Certificate of Approval’ and has received acceptance 
of these revisions. 

The terms of Harrison Moore and Marshall Ray expired this year and the Com- 
mission wishes to thank them for their many years of devoted service. Their seats 
on the Commission have been filled by Patricia Kepner and Peter Roessiger. 

Residents of the Historic District are reminded that any change in outward 
appearance of their property must first by approved by the Commission. Applica- 
tions for a ‘Certificate of Approval’ are available from the secretary. 

The Commission meets on the second Tuesday (except March- the third Tues- 
day) of the odd numbered months at 8 P.M. in the Town Office Building. All 
meetings are open to the public.

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Report of the Planning Board 
for 1987 


In 1987, the Planning Board was fortunate to have it’s records, secretary, and 
place of contact with the public moved to a new space, the renovated area at the 
rear of the Town Offices that was formerly the Town Library. Our secretary is 
available there during all Town Office business hours. 

Contacts with the public are frequent and very necessary; our meeting agen- 
da lead time for appointments and the length of meetings continue to demonstrate 
the ever present desire to develop real estate and change or expand both residen- 
tial and commercial uses in a rapidly changing area in a rapidly growing state. 

We have found it necessary to limit the number of appointments with those 
who wish to develop properties to give each a fair hearing and to avoid very late 
hours. We also limit such meetings to two per month so that the Board can take 
care of other business on two other evenings. To improve our service to applicants 
and serve the tax payer’s interests in preserving the character of the Town, we 
have adopted new Subdivision Regulations. The specifications for roads and 
utilities have changed little; a requirement that a high Intensity soil survey be made 
of land prior to approval of plans for subdivisions will vary lot sizes so that abuses 
of wet, steep, or rocky soils will not occur. 

The procedures for scheduling meetings with developers and conducting hear- 
ing have been changed so that the burden for compliance with regulations at an 
early stage rests squarely on the applicant. With the assistance of the Town Plan- 
ner, more thorough knowledge of what compliance means is available; the Board 
then will not be viewing plans not previously checked for suitability as had so often 
been the case. 

Planning for the future is also a major concern and we hope that the necessary 
“‘update”’ of the Master Plan, originally adopted in 1980, will soon be forthcom- 
ing. We also have in process a revision of our Multi-family and Non-residential 
Site Review Regulations so that they may be more uniformly applied and so that 
changes or expansion of the pertinent properties can be more uniformly controll- 
ed. In 1987, we approved 22 such applications, 13 of which were for commercial 
properties. 

It is important to note that subdivision approvals produced 171 new residen- 
tial lots and we have knowledge that upwards of 100 are on plans upon which 
we have not yet acted and our secretary is now scheduling meetings for May and 
June.

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Board of Adjustment 
1987 Report 


The Wolfeboro Board of Adjustment received request for twenty - two special 
exceptions, twelve variances and two administrative decisions. 

Some of the cases heard involved the following: 

Seven conversion requests, two of which were denied, four granted and one 
withdrawn; 

Three home occupations, of which all were granted; 

Brewstew Academy was granted a special exception for a boathouse; 

Huggins Hospital was granted a special exception for an addition to the hospital 
building on South Main Street for their CT unit; 

Wolfeboro Camp School in South Wolfeboro was granted a special exception for 
five frame seasonal units to be constructed during the summer and fall of 1987 
and was also granted a temporary variance for three mobile homes to be used 
for quarters for the teaching staff until the units were constructed, however no 
later than October 15, 1987. 

A request for two duplex townhomes on Cropley Hill was denied; 

A special exception was granted to the Carroll County Sheriff's Department for 
a transmitting station on Trask Mountain; 

A request for business offices in a residential zone on Elm Street was denied; 

A request for a mobile home to be placed on Filter Bed Road was granted; 

A request for an addition with less than the required setback was also granted 
on Varney Road. 

The Administrative Decision requests were in regard to Certificates of Oc- 
cupancy that had been issued to the Finethy property on Lehner Street. This re- 
quest was made by Mr. Holt, a direct abutter and is still under consideration by 
the Board and applicant. The other admistrative decision was request by Mr. An- 
thony Atalla, of Green Mt. Investment Trust on the decision of the Codes Enforce- 
ment Officer to rescind the building permits for buildings that were to be constructed 
on Back Bay. This was denied. 

Several of the hearings required rehearings before a final decision was made. 
This was due to incomplete, inaccurate or changed applications. 

The Board also adopted a new policy this year of holding meetings only on 
the first and third Monday’s of the month and that there be no more than three 
hearings per night. Each hearing is also limited to one hour on that night. Should 
the hearing require more than that hour, it will be continued to the next available 
night. This policy was adopted in the hopes that the hearings will flow more 
smoothly, the applicants will be better prepared and should eliminate the necessity 
of applicants sitting for several hours after their appointed hearing time in order 
for their hearing to begin.

ANNUAL REPORT 1987 


In 1987 the staff of the Visiting Nurse Association of Wolfeboro and Vicinity, 
Inc. made a total of 1588 home visits to 130 Wolfeboro residents. This is a 21% 
increase in services over 1986. 163 residents attended our Influenza Immuniza- 
tion Clinic; 83 pre-school children are enrolled in our Child Health Program; and 
26 school age children received needed immunizations. 

All Home Health Services are provided under the direct orders of each client’s 
physician. We provide nursing, physical therapy and home health aide services. 
Since June 1st home health aide services have been provided by our employees 
rather than through contracted services. We now provide services seven days a 
week; the on-call nurse may be reached during the weekend by calling Huggins 
Hospital and requesting the operator to page the Visiting Nurse on call. 

In June an Affiliative Agreement between this Agency and Huggins Hospital 
was signed. The terms of this agreement provides for increased co-operation in 
providing services to meet the health needs of the communities we serve. 

We continue to bill insurances for the costs of our services whenever possi- 
ble. A sliding fee scale is utilized to determine the charges to individual clients 
when insurance is not available. Services are never denied because of a clients 
inability to pay for services provided. 

Wolfeboro residents serving on our Board of Directors are Shirley A. Bentley, 
Robert H. Charnock, Nathalie Leavitt, Otto W. Olson, Jr., Richard Riley and Timothy 
Sullivan. 

We are grateful for the support Wolfeboro residents have given to our Ap- 
propriation Request and our Annual Fund Drive. The Board of Directors, the Staff 
and | thank you all.

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Report of the Health Officer 
1987 


With each passing year, it becomes more difficult to write a standard annual 
report. The ususal epidemics of communicable diseases have been greatly 
diminished by increasing public exposure to well planned vaccination programs. 
This leaves the more complex community health needs such as sewage and 
chemical waste disposal and providing adequate housing and shelter for our 
residents. 

The role of the small town health officer is changing rapidly. In the past, his 
responsibility centered around limiting morbidity associated with infectious diseases 
and preventing the spread of epidemics of all types. As effective vaccines become 
more prevalent and societal relationships more complex; however, the town health 
officer finds himself inadequately prepared for the new health challenges of the 
eighties and nineties. 

Care of our elderly and poor, sewage and chemical waste disposals, air 
purification, provision of housing and adequate shelter, dealing with all the issues 
associated with the aids virus are now the health problems which face our com- 
munity. Measles, mumps, chicken pox and other infectious diseases have been 
controlled by well developed and implemented vaccination programs. 

These new health problems, certainly a result of our humanness and Breueeh 
cannot be solved entirely at a community level. They require cooperation at both 
state and federal levels as well. From a local viewpoint, we must plan to address 
these issues in an understanding and compassionate manner if we are to really 
grow as a community. Technological support is readily available. Commitment 
to protecting our fellow citizens health, however, can no longer rest with the town 
office and health officer alone. Fortunately, we have a strong community commit- 
ment to helping others as evidenced by our low income housing for the elderly, 
Hospice, Meals on Wheels, Drug Task Force and the new Caregivers program 
to mention just a few. We must all be responsible and continue our involvement 
in maintaining and promoting the health of our town.

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1987 Report of the Tree Warden 


At Wolfeboro’s Arbor Day Celebration on May 14, 1987, State Forester Jack 
Sargeant and Urban Forester Mary Reynolds presented the Tree Warden with 
a Special 5 Year Tree City USA Merit Award. 1986 marked the 5th consecutive 
- year Wolfeboro had qualified for the national award which is given for excellence 
in tree care. Only a few other New Hampshire towns qualified for 1986. Wolfeboro 
has made application for the award again in 1987 and should qualify for a 6th 
straight year. Notification will be made in early 1988. | 

Fifteen trees were planted around the town in 1987: 4 in the Forest Road- 
Lakeview Terrace area, 2 each on North and South Main Street, 3 on Pleasant 
Street, 2 on Mill Street, and 1 each on Bay Street and in Wolfeboro Falls (Route 
28/109). This brings the total planted since 1976 to over 230 trees. 

Extensive emergency pruning had to be done in response to a April 30 - May 
1 snowstorm that dumped from 9’’-18”’ on the town. This cut into the budget ex- 
tensively but some fertilizing of young trees and regular maintenance pruning still 
was done throughout the summer and fall.

ANNUAL REPORT - 1987 


The Conservation Commission became more involved in the regulatory pro- 
cess during 1987. The number of Dredge and Fill Application have more than 
doubled this past year. To process the more then one hundred applications the 
Commission has been required to meet weekly to perform site viewing. 

The Commission has continued to view new large subdivisions and write en- 
vironmental impact reports to help the Planning Board with their work. 

The work on the Beech Pond Town Forest was completed this past year. The 
Forest Management Plan has been closely followed, thus giving the town the poten- 
tial of a fine town forest for future generations to enjoy. 

The Critical Watershed Mapping Project was instituted on two watersheds 
in the town of Wolfeboro last summer. Diana Morgan, who is a hydrologist, did 
the field work and the Commission would like to thank her for her work. 

The Commission continues to work on gathering information concerning public 
access to our lakes and ponds. This is an on-going project that needs much 
research. 

Gene Head has helped the Commission in getting donations for Ellie’s 
Woodland Walk as diligently as he has in former years. The Commission would 
like to thank Gene for all his assistance in making this a valuable resource for 
the citizens of the town. Ellie’s Woodland Walk continues to be a popular area 
and receives much use by the public viewing the Ryefield Marsh. 

The Commission has received a number of Conservation Easements and are 
negotiating others which will help protect land in the future. The granting of Con- 
servation Easements because of an increased demand on all resources, is a reflec- 
tion of the nationwide awareness of land as an irreplaceable resource. The following 
types of Conservation Easements were received by the Commission: 


3 for protection of wetland soils 

1 to perform backup enforcement in the Historic District 

1 for the protection of Mink Brook (one of the Critical Watershed Protection 
Study areas)

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. 
The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled without 
written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State 
Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, 
your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest tax law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection Head- 
quarters at (603) 271-2217. 

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment 
starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact 
all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

_. The Fire Department answered a total of 177 alarms for the year which con- 
sisted of 47 box alarms and 130 still alarms. These included 36 mutual aid re- 
quests, 20 wood stove related calls and 30 false alarms. 

In responding to the calls 2755 miles were traveled, 1748 man hours of labor 
utilized, 4000 feet of 1 inch hose, 2550 feet of 112 inch hose, 1500 feet of 13% 
inch hose, 500 feet of 2 inch hose, 425 feet of 22 inch hose, 7000 feet of 3 inch 
hose and 580 feet of ladders were raised. 

The members of the department put on a fire prevention class at Carpenter 
School for the first grade and assisted the local schools and Huggins Hospital 
with fire drills. Several fire extinguisher classes were held at Huggins Hospital 
and Goodhue and Hawkins Navy Yard. The members inspected 100 oil burner 
installations, 5 homes for day care, 10 places of assembly and 65 chimneys and 
wood stove installations. 

Two members completed Certified Instructor courses, one member attend- 
ed a three day course at Hyannis, Mass. One member completed a Codes and 
Standards course at the N.H. Vocational - Technical College, Laconia, N.H. Two 
members attended a one day class in Concord, N.H. on LP Gas and Clorine. One 
member attended a one day class in Nashua on Haz. Mats. One members at- 
tended a five day conference in Montreal. 

Pre plans were reviewed and some changes made and new ones added. Two 
alarms boxes had to be repaired and some painted. 

The following new equipment was purchased during the year: three new air 
masks, three portable radios, thirty pagers, a more up to date ladder truck, a new 
generator, a twenty foot roof ladder, two safety belts, new radio for ladder truck, 
two side curtains for fire boat, 700 feet of 13% inch hose, some coats, boots and 
helmets. 

Sincere thanks is extended to all town officers and department, The Granite 
State News, WASR Radio Station and to all call men.

Wolfeboro Department 
of Rescue 


To the citizens of the Town of Wolfeboro, | take pleasure in presenting the 
Department of Rescue’s annual report for 1987. 

1987 was another busy year for your rescue department. We responded to 
213 calls for assistance, which were broken down as follows: 44 motor vehicle 
accidents; 104 medicals; 44 fires; 2 industrials; 2 construction accidents; 1 air- 
craft accident; 1 water skiing accident; 1 chemical spill; 1 boating accident; 2 winter 
skiing accidents; 1 snow machine accident; 1 service call; and 9 standbys. 

9 of the motor vehicle accidents involved major extrication of at least one pa- 
tient, while 4 other MVA’s required dismantling a vehicle to effect the removal 
of a deceased passenger or driver. 

We had our first industrial entrapment this past year, and we successfully 
freed a man who had his arm trapped between two heavy rollers. 

All of our department personnel who are Nationally Registered Emergency 
Medical Technicians recertified this past year. 

We finished upgrading our breathing apparatus and protective clothing in 1987, 
and we now comply with national safety standards. Furthermore, all department 
personnel now have full protective clothing that will afford them the highest margin 
of safety in a rescue operation. 

A great deal of effort was spent by numerous emergency service individuals 
during 1987 in designing a new heavy rescue truck. The present vehicle has 
become obsolete because of age and limited space for rescue equipment, and 
must be replaced soon. 

This past year, several of our citizens have asked a number of questions about 
the organization and operation of our department, therefore | hope that the following 
will answer some of those inquires. 

The Wolfeboro Rescue Squad was formed in 1965, and became the Depart- 
ment of Rescue under the authority of the selectmen in 1973. 

We are a town department, but we are all volunteers. We have an annual 
operating budget of $7,000.00, but that is augmented by donations from various 
organizations and people. 

Each department member donates about 350 hours a year in; responding 
to calls, attending meetings, studying, and attending weekend schools. In addi- 
tion to the aforementioned time, each of the three officers contributes 150 to 200 
hours of work to the department through supervision, daily operating tasks, and 
planning. When one calculates the donated time of a minimum of 4100 hours on 
a 12 month basis, at a rate of $10.00 per hour, your department donates almost 
$50,000.00 in free service to its citizens. 

Twenty two years ago, Wolfeboro was one of the first communities in New 
Hampshire to support a heavy rescue organization, because the townspeople 
recognized its value in protecting the lives of its citizens. Today, as then, the 
members of the Department of Rescue strive to live up to the responsibility that 
has been entrusted to them. 

We strongly urge the citizens of Wolfeboro to learn more about their rescue 
department. If anyone is interested contact the Fire Department at 569-1400, and 
leave a message for Captain Hayes so an appointment may be made. 

Remember that is you have any kind of rescue or medical emergency, help 
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is only a phone call away at 569-2121. Don’t hesitate to call, for when someone 
is in need of assistance, time is of the essence! 

In closing | would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager, 
the various town agencies and departments, and the Lakeside Ambulance Ser- 
vice for all their cooperation this past year. Once again special thanks is given 
to the Wolfeboro Fire Department and the Wolfeboro Police Department for their 
support and assistance during 1987. And last, but by no means least, | would be 
most remiss if | didn’t extend a heartfelt thank you to all the citizens of Wolfeboro 
who have shown so much support for us, not only during 1987, but throughout 


the past years.

Municipal Electric Department 


The Municipal Electric Department’s peak demand occured on January 28th 
(11,684 KWH). 

In 1987 the Municipal Electric Department continued to utilize the power plant 
by shaving the ‘“‘peak demand”’ during high use periods. In December a sup- 
plemental contract was signed between the Department and Public Service of New 
Hampshire paying the Department for our capacity. The Department will generate 
when the New England Power Pool needs the Department’s capacity. This con- 
tract worked well, as in December we were only asked to run one day while col- 
lecting the amount of money we would have saved by running on peak days. 

Unprecedented growth to occupy most of the Department’s time. Over 200 
new meters were placed in service. As the Electric Department poles are jointly 
owned by New England Telephone major replacement program was begun in 
Wolfeboro by order of the Telephone Company. Approximately 150 poles were 
placed by a private contractor costing the Department $53,820.00. The telephone 
company will reimburse the Department. Transfer of hardware on these poles will 
be a major expense in 1988. 

The Department contributed to the Town (in lieu of taxes) $72,951.96 which 
was provided in street lighting and public building electricity. 

Charles T. Main Inc. was hired to perform an engineering study. Work was 
started in November. Information has been gathered on line capacity, rate study 
and alternate ways of generation and supply. 

Also, a PC computer which will handle new GE metering for the substation 
and Kingswood was purchased. Several soft-ware applications can be purchased. 

A new line truck body was purchased from equipment service for $58,324.24, 
the chassis was purchased in 1986. 

A new Asplundh chipper was also purchased, replacing the 1967 model, for 
$12,900.00 

The bucket truck mechanism was re-pinned which cost $5,621.19. 

Per order of the Selectmen, the Department charged $10,000.00 less per 
month on fuel charges which reduced earning substantially. A check for $14,199.40 
including interest received from Public Service of New Hampshire was refunded 
through the January 1988 fuel charge. 

The Department provided several hours labor for fairs and Christmas lighting. 

Power outages were minor again in 1987, except for a major outage on 
December 30, 1987 when a regulator mal-functioned causing Center Street and 
North Wolfeboro to be without power into the night. The crew worked under adverse 
conditions to re-fuse the section. 

Special thanks to the Selectmen, Town Manager, employees and customers 
who cooperate and support the Electric Department. 

The following reports are submitted in accordance with Public Utility Com- 
mission Standards and the New Hampshire Budget Act.
